Ho Intimation Given as to the Instruo- 
tions Given Minister Willis—Gresham

the New Programme. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 11.—The sensa- 
tion caused by the publication of Secretary 
Gresham’s letter to the President recom 
mending the restoration of Queen IAliuo- 
kalani, is gradually wearing away and 
public men here are beginning to discuss its 
various phases in cold blood. The question 
which is now on every tongue ts whether 
Minister Willis has been instructed to restore 
the Queen to her throne by the use of the 
United States naval force now stationed at 
Honolulu. To this inquiry the officials of 
the State and Navy Departments are dumb. A 
sem!-official intimation was given oat to-day 
that the Cabinet had approved the recom- 
mendation of Secretary Gresham, and had 
authorized the publication of his letter to 
the President. Secretary Gresham was in 
his office only afew minutes to-day spend- 
ing most of his time in the big diplomatic re- 
ception room, to which he retires behind 
closed aoors whenever he Gesires privacy. 
When seen by the correspondent of the 
WorRLD and Post-Dispatcu he declined to 
add anything to bis public letter. 

Secretary Herbert positively refused to dis- 
cuss any phase of the Hawalian question, 
but stated tnat it was not the intention of the 
Department at this time to send any more 
vessels to Honolulu. The Philadeiphia and 
Adams, which are now at that port, are good

James Hyde Pratt of Albany isin the city. 
There is a tamily relationship between Presi- 
Gent Cleveland and Mr. Fratt, Mr. Cleve- 
jand's grandfather having been a brother to 
Mr, Pratt’s mother.

Mr. Brewer is at the liead of a large firm 
having branches in the Hawaiian islands. 
Congressman O'Neill promptly called on Sec- 
retary Gresham, and after a conference sent 
the following dispatch: 

Careful and positive instructions have been sent 
to protect life and property, 

The fear that bloodshed may follow an at- 
tempt to restore Lilluokalani by force causes 
much anxiety as to whether the President 
has instructed Minister Willis to call on the 
Marines to aid him in the event that the Pro- 
visional Government resists his attempt to 
restore the monarchy. There is good au- 
tfority for the statement that Secretary 
Gresham is confident that the Provisional 
Government will surrender as soon as Min- 
ister Willis presents his credentials and ex- 
plains the nature of his mission. 

The Secretary of State is inclined to hold 
the Provisional leaders to their word ex- 
pressed in their ‘original proclamation, in 
which they deciared tliat the Government 
was organized, until terms with the Govern- 
ment of the United states of America have 
been negotiated and agreed upon. He thinks 
that the fact that Hawaii has an application 
for annexation pending before this Govern- 
ment has prevented any attempt at counter 
revolution on the part of the Queen’s follow- 
ers. With the removal of this sole prop he 
thinks the Provisional Government will tum- 


dle to the ground and the restoration ofthe 


Queen can be peacefully accomplished. 

The President is said to be less sanguine 
than Secretary Gresham asto the peaceful 
outcome of Mr. Willis’ mission, but having 
accepted Commissioner Blount’s reportand 
Secretary Gresham’s recommendations, he is 
determined to see the affair through at all 
costs. 

WAR SHIPS AT HONOLULU. 

It wasstated atthe Navy Department to- 
day that aside from a Japanese war ship 
there are no foreign war vessels at Honolulu. 
The United States fleet consists of the cruiser 
Philadelphia and the corvette Adams. The 
entirs force of the two ships is568 men, 
divided as follows: 

The Philadelphia, 48 officers, 310 men and 
40 marines; the Adams, 13 officers, 139 men, 18 
marines. Probably noꝶ more than 300 officers 
and men would be available for duty on 
shore, Should it be decided to reinforce the 
fleet there are five vessels within a few 
days sail from Honolulu that could be easily 
con@entrated at that point. They are the 
Yorktown, now at Callao, Peru, the Alliance 
at La Libertad, the Mohican, Monterey and 
Ringer at San Francisco. 

The policy of the administration is most 
unpopular with the navy. For many years 
naval officers have castenviouseyes upon 
the Hawalian Islands, and ever since it 
seems possiblethat they might be acquired 
by the United States visions of coaling sta- 
tions and ‘‘strategic poigts’’ have filled the 
heads of the younger menof the service. 
There isalsoa very strong prejudicein the 
minds of most naval officers against undoing 
anything that has been done by the navy, 
and on this account they resent the stric- 
tures that have been passed upon Capt. 
Wiltze and the men of the Boston, who, ac- 
cording to Secretary Gresham,are chiefly 
responsible for the overthrow of 
the Hawalian Queen. The prejudice 
against the restoration of a mon- 
archy in the ruins of an embryotic 
Republic is also strong in the navy, A 
prominent naval officer declared to-day that 
the entire service would rather fight forthe 
weakest Republic on earth than for the most 
powerful monarchy. 

No one takes a livelier interest in this 
controversy thanthe members of the Dip- 
lomatic Corps, though their positions pre - 
clude them from talking for publication. 


GRAVITY OF POINTS AT ISSUE. 


An important point made frequently by 
diplomats to-day is the right of the United 
States to withdraw its recognition from the 
Government, which it has not only recog- 
nized, but to which it has accredited repre- 
sentatives. It is pointed out that the status 
of affairs to-day is exactly as it was when 
Minister Stevens recognized the Republic and 
when President Cleveland accredited Com- 
missioner Blount to the de facto Government 
ofthe Island. Another point generally dis- 
cussed by diplomats is the probable attitude 
which will be assumed by those foreign pow- 
eis who have recognized the Provisional 
Government, and whose subjects and inter- 
ests are bound up in its success. A leading 
member of the Diplomatic Corps, who for 
obvious reasons requested that his name 
should not be used, said tothe Won and 
Post-DIsPATCH correspondent to-day: 


„The Administration is certain to be 
severely criticised when the people examine 
its course inthis Hawlian business in the 
light of the considerations that are control- 
ling it in the Brazilian business, In the mat- 
tar ot Brazilthe Administration is keeping a 
sharp eye lest the monarchy be restored. 
The statement is made, thoughof course not 
officially, that under no circumstances must 
ald be rendered by anybody looking to the 
re-establishment of the Empire there. It 
is intimated that to prevent such 
a consummation the United States Govern- 
ment would put itself against the strongest 
naval power in the world, England being 
suspected of sympathizing with the ends 
Admtral Mello is thought to have in view. 
Yet Brazil under the Empire was a happy 
and prosperous and progressive country. 
Dom Pedro was the most democratic of 
monarchs, His people loved and respected 
him and he was constantly exerting himself 
for the betterment of their condition, He 
was regarded as a wise ruler and was so kina 
in the administration ofeffairs that it may 
be said he loved his throne largely because of 
his leniency and conservatism. His enemies, 
who really were few in number, undermined 
him without much difficulty, and had 
him on shipboard for deportation almost be- 
tore he knew what their intention was, but 
when Dom Pedrofell andthe republic was 
established then naturally the sympathies of 
the United States went out tothe new Goy- 
ernment, Naturally those sympathies are 
still with the republic of Brazil. With -the 
grandson of Dom Pedro on the throne. u ould 
the social or moral or commercial tone of 
that couhtry be lowered?

PERHAPS PRINCESS KAIALANI. 

Much interest has been aroused by a sug- 
gestion made here to- day that Minister Willis 
may have been instructed te restore the 
monarchy but to place Princess Kaialani, 
the niece of the Queen, upon the throne 
rather than Liliuokalani. From statements 
in the Queen’s interest last February it seems 
quite probable that the Queen would gladly 
resign all hopes of possessing her throne it a 
monarchy could be restored ana the crown 
land allotted to the ex-Queen for enjoyment 
during her life, The Princess Kalalant was 
very popular with the Hawalian people 
and would- command far more respect 
than Lilluokalani,especially with the foreign 
born residents of the islands. The sugges- 
tion regarding the possible succession of the 
Princess assumes additional importaace 
from the fact that it is believed here that 
after the monarchy has been restored the 
United States will pursue a policy of non-in- 
terference except so far as may be necessary 
to guard the little kingdom from foreign in- 
terventién. This being the case it is thought 
the Princess would be able to maintaln a far 
stronger Government than Liliuokalani. 

A QUESTION OF VERACITY. 

The important. question of veracity raised 
between ex-President Harrison and Secre- 
tary Gresham by the latter in his letter to 
President Cleveland has induced the friends 
of the ex-Presidént here to publish that por: 
tion of his message to Congress transmitting 
the Hawailan treaty which bears upon the 
part enacted by Minister Stevens and the 
marines from the Boston. In his message 
President Harrisun said: 

The overthrow of the monarchy was notin any 
way prompted by this Government but had its origin 
in what seems to have been a reactionary and revo- 
lutienary policy on the part of Queen Liliuokalani, 
which putin serious peril not only the large and 
preponderating interest of the United States in the 
islands but all foreign interest and indeed the’ 
cent administration of civil affairs and the peace o 
the islands. It is quite evident that the monarchy 
had become effete and the Queen 80 weak 
and inadequate as to be the prey of 
designing and unserupulous persons. The restora- 
tion of Queen Lilinokalaai to her throne is undesir- 
able, if not impossible, and unless actively sup- 
ported by the United States, would be accompanied 
by serious disaster and the disorganization of all 
business interests. The influence and interest of 
the United States in the islands must be increased 
and not diminished. Only two courses are now 
open, one the establishment of a protectorate by the 
United States and ‘the other annexation full and 
complete. I think the latter course, which has been 
adopted in the treaty, will be highly promotive of 
the best interests of the Hawaiian people, and is 
the only one that will adequately secure the inter- 
ests of the Dnited States. These interests are not 
wholly selfish. Itis essential that none of the other 
great powers shall secure these islands. Such pos- 
sessien would not consist with their safety and with 
the peace of the world. 

Admiral Skerrett, recently relieved of duty 
on board the Philadelphia at Honolulu, is 
expected to arrive in San Francisco to-mor- 
row. Thestatement thatthe Admiral and 
his family had identified themselves promi. 
nently through social functions with the 
leaders of the Provisional Government does 
not find support inthe statement made in 
letters received from Admiral and Mrs. 
Skerrett by relatives and friends in this city. 
A recent letter from Mrs. skerrett, written 


before the Admiral knew that he was to be 
transferred to China, and, in fact, before he 
was aware that such action was contemplated 
speaks in the highest terms of the reception 
given her by the ex-Queen, and makes men- 
tion of the many kindnesses extended by 
persons partisan to the monarchy or. the 
Provisional Government. However, it is 
pretty generally accepted as true that 
Admiral: Skerrett’s transfer Was based on a 
belief that he had identified himself closely 
in as 1 way with the foreign or anti- 
royalist element, and also for the addi- 
tional reason that his successor, Admiral 
Irwin, is very popular in Honolulu, and has 
great influence there with Royalists and 
foreigners alike.

Opinion if they learn by the next steamer 
that this cast-off monarchy nas been set up 
again by our armed forces, perhaps amid 
bloodshed, and thatthe provisional govern- 
ment, whose chief offense seemstobe that 
it is friendiy tothe United States and Ameri. 
can interests, destroyed. For forty years 
the instructions from our State Depart- 
ment dy Webster, Marcy, Evarts, 
Blaine, Frelinghuysen and Bayard have 
held one tone. Our ministers have been la- 
structed to encourage rather than discour-| 
age sentiments favorable to the 
United States and its interests and 
to bear in mind and impress upon that goy- 
ernment the overwhelming superiority of the 
interests ofthe people of the United States 
on those islands as compared with the inter- 
ests of other nations and the manifest and 
ultimate destiny of that government with all 
its questions to meet in the end in Ameri- 
can solution—annexation. 

Representative Oates sald that question 
presented in the report of the Secretary of 
State on the Hawallan mattor was one of 
law as well as fact. Certainly this Govern- 
ment would not be justifable in taking any 
steps towards restoration of the Queen if we 
were not directiy responsible for her over- 
throw. Hesaidthat he was opposed to an-

Cable- 
grams have been sent from Rio to 
Toulon, France, where Admiral Abreue and 
a large force of sailors and marines have 
been waiting the completion ofthe repairs 
to the Riachuelo and the Benjamin 25 
stant, instructing them to take passage o 
the first steamers bound for Brasil. — hag 
only those on board the ships whose pres- 
ence may be necessary tocarry on the work 
of repairs and guard the vessels from injury.

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THE GAS ESCAPES THROUGH A DEFEC- 
TIVELY MADE J2T. 


The Hotel People Claim the Young Men 
Had Been Drinking and Were Care- 
lesa--Collins’ “Father Arrives From 
Chicago and Views His Gon’s Eody— 
Indignant Over Statements Made. 


B, Perry Collins and James Salmon, two 
young men in the employ of the Old Domin- 
ion Cigarette Co., were found dead in room 
21 of the St. James Hotel at 5 o'clock yester- 
day morning, having died from asphyxia- 
tion. Themen retired about 4 o'clock Fri- 
day morning and were, accordingto the 
statements of Night Clerk Wright and Night 
Watebman McGrevy, under the influence of 
‘liquor. They did not come down stairs all 
during Friday andthe fact that their room 
was locked was reported to the hotel people, 
who claim they believed that the men were 
simply sleeping off the effects of the pre- 
vious night 's frolic. About?7o’clock Friday 
evening Manager Wm. Turk of the Old Domin- 
jon company called at their room and after 
rapping and pounding upon the door decided 
they were notinthe room. Somebody told 
him theyhad seen Collins a tew minutes be- 
fore and he paid no further attention to the 
failure of the two.men to make their appear- 
ance, 

Yesterday morning the night watchman 
while making his rounds smelled gas in the 
hall near the room aud upon investigating 
discovered that it came from room 21. Pro- 
curing a box to stand upoff the watchman 
pushed in the transom of ‘the door and was 
greeted by a rush of gas which nearly over- 
came him. Returning to the office he pro- 
cured a pass key, but was unableitp use it on 
account ofthe regularkey being inside the 
lock. The watchman than lit a piece of 
paper and was enabled toreach the gas jet 
in the room which was found to be turned 
on. 

As soon as the gas was lit the dead bodies 
of Coluns and Salmon were discovered in 
the bed. Hastily climbing through the tran - 
som McGrevy raised the window in the room 
and after unlocking the door notified Man- 
ager Coulter of the affair. Physicians were 
summoned, who after glancing at the bodies 
stated the men must have been dead for 
several hours. Manager Turk, who also 
eccuples a room in the hotel, was at once 
notified and immediately notified Collins’

Three men climbed over the tank while 

we were leaving Bardwell. One of them 
said: ‘Mr. Clark, pull out as soon as you 
can.’ At the same time grabbing my left 
arm and pulling a revolver and placing 
the weapon to my ear he told me to do what 
they wanted done, thatthey did not wigh to 
hurt me, but would kill me it 1 did not obey. 
Aboutthat time Fireman Butler ran away 
and got on the plot of the en- 
gine. I wanted to get down and 
put in some coal, but they would not allow 
me to get off my seat. One of the robbers 
did the firing for us from Bardwell to Fort 
Jefferson. They told me to stop the express 
car at Mayfield trestle. Itold them 1 had 
passed a train at Bardwell, and I insisted 
upon asking them to let me put a fagman off 
to protect the rear end of the train. They 
refused to do so, but I insisted, claiming that 
I was afraid of the freight train 
running into us when we stopped at 
Mayfield trestle. They made me get 
off the engine and go in front of them to the 
express car door, and they told me to open 
the door. Icalled McNeeland told him to 
open up and not shoot, asI was in front of 
the robbers. Oneofthem wentintothe ex- 
press car and came out with several bundles 
and put them into a heavy sack. 


DEADLY PRECISION. 

**He told me to pick up the dynamite on 
the platform of the car, which I did, and put 
They then had me to get on 
the engine and carry them to Fort Jefferson 
because they wanted to get off at the stove 
factory. They got behind some piling and 
told me to pall out fast. I asked them if they 
were going to bother the passengers. They 
told me no, and that they did not want any- 
thing I had. The robbers carried double 
barreled shot-guns with pistol grips. Iwo 
of them also had ten-inch 44-caliber Colt re- 
volvers, while the other nad a five-inch 
Colt.“ 2 

VALUABLE PACKAGES.

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SECRETARY GRESHAM’S LETTER. 


Secretary Gresham’s letter to the Presi- 
dent is a complete exposure of the plot to 
overturn the monarchy in Hawaii. The 
facts he recites clearly implicate Minister 
Stevens, who took part in the confer- 
ences of the conspirators, promised them 
the aid of the United States Marines then 
in the harbor and recognized thefprovisional 
government almost before it was set up. 
But before formal recognition he landed 
troops in response to the demand of the 
so-called provisional Government, and 
under the guns manned by American 
marines the Queen abdicated. The affair 
was notarebellion. It was not a revolu- 
tion. It was practically a conquest by 
the United States, and the deposition of 
the Queen by a foreign power, the islands 
being then handed over to the committee 
of thirteen, a majority of whom were 
aliens. 

Minister Stevens was one of the con- 
spirators, but back of him there must 
have been others of higher station who 
prompted him to undertake the work. It 
is incredible that, on his own responsi- 
bility, hg «invaded the territories of a 
rend? powe on the invitation of a self- 
constituted committee and overturned the 
regular government. This conjecture is 
made more probable when it is remem- 
bered that the Harrison Administration 
recognized and sustained his acts and 
proceeded toward annexation with some- 
thing like frantic haste. 

Secretary Gresham’s conclusion is that 
the treaty for annexation should not be re- 
submitted to the Senate, This is the only 
conclusion he could reach in view of the 
facts revealed by Mr. Blount. The ad- 
venturers and plunderers who are now in 
possession at Honolulu have no claim 
upon the United States. They should be 
left to their fate. 

But the Secretary’s further suggestion 
is open to question. Should not the 
great wrong done to a feeble but independ- 
ent State by an abuse of the authority of 
the United States,“ said he, be undone 
by restoring the legitimate Government? 
Anything short of that will not, I submit, 
satisfy the demands of justice. No 
doubt sentimental considerations do de- 
mand such action, but if the peo- 
ple of Hawaii really want a 
restoration of the monarchy they should 
be allowed to accomplish it in their own 
way. Endless complications would result 
from an active participation by the United 
States, and it might turn out that one 
gang of jobbers had played our Govern- 
ment against another. Before committing 
the United States to such a policy there 
should be a more thorough inquiry, and 
the hidden springs of Hawaiian affairs 
should be completely exposed.

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FRANCIS PARKMAN. 

Francis Parkman died at his home near 
Boston on the 8th inst., having recently 
completed his 70th year. Few lives have 
been better spent in faithful and con- 
scientious labor, and his work asa his- 
torian is at once invaluable and imperish- 
able. The series of books—six in all 
beginning with „Pioneers of France in 
North America’’ and ending with Mont- 
calm and Wolfe,’’is such a history as none 
but himself could have written, and which 
none will attempt to write after him. And 
those who have notread these books—as 
interesting as any romance—cannot be said 
to have even respectable knowledge of 
American colonial history. The Con- 
spiracy of Pontiac“ is not less valuable in 
its special line, This, the greatest of 
Indian chieftains, was killed at Cahokia 
and buried somewhere near the present 
site of our Southern Hotel—perhaps be- 
neath it, 

Mr. Parkman has another connection 
with St. Louis in the fact that he started 
from this point on his journey to the far 
West in 1846. He brought letters of intro. 
duction to the Chouteaus, who gave him 
all the assistance in their power; and his 
guide, Henry Chatillon, was from Caron- 
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the fate of the earth. 


.. ENGLAND'S CRUSADES. 
, The methods of England for the intro- 
duction of civilization and Christianity to 


nations not In possession of these desirable 


blessings, are quite as remarkable as is her 
success, Take India, for instance, as the 
most notable case in point. Beginning in 
1600 with a company df . English merchants 
permitted by native rulers to trade with 
their subjects, and to have the necessary 
land for ware-houses and dwellings, in 
1698 this company—always backed by the 
English Government—purchased the city 
of Caleutta (or claimed to do so) and 
thereby secured certain ‘‘rights’’ which 
became the cornerstone of subsequent 
power. In 1756 Clive won the great vic- 
tory of Plassey over Surajah Dow- 
lah, which was the initial step 
in a career of conquest that 
has at last brought the entire Indian 
peninsula, with its 260,000,000 of people, 
under the English yoke, ‘‘Yoke’’ is the 
proper word, for every step in this career 
has been taken regardless of the protests 
and bitter opposition of the legitimate 
owners of the country; and when, in 1856, 
these owners attempted to regain their 
property and privileges, they were put 
down in such bloody fashion that the con- 
querors have never dared to publish the 
full story to the world. Shot, shell and 
cold steel have rivetted that yoke upon the 
necks of the conquéred; who do not seem 
to hate it the less because they are told 
that it is all in the interests of civiliza- 
tion and Christianity.’’ If ever opportu- 
nity offers, the last Englishman, and the 
last vestige of English civilization and 
Christianity, will be flung into the sea by 
the unappreciative victims of them. 

Egypt is a later illustration inthe same 
line of business. England had long waited 
for a chance to get a foothold in the 
‘*half-way house to India, and when it 
came it was promptly improved—of course 
‘tin the interests of civilizationand Chris- 
tianity.’’ When Arabi Pacha—who repre- 
sented the sentiments of at least four-fifths 
of the Egyptian people—attempted to free 
them from the grasp of the foreign invad- 
ers, he and his followers were sternly sup 
pressed by the usual application of shot, 
shell and cold steel. Thousands of the so- 
called ‘‘rebels’’—nobody knows how 
many—were annihilated in the process of 
suppression; but as they were neither civ- 
ilized nor Christianized, England doubtless 
thought it a good riddance. At any rate, 
she is in Egypt ‘‘tostay.’’ She has again 
and again promised to withdraw as 
soon the interests 
ization and Christianity 
but when was England ever known to 
willingly give up a good thing? She will 
withdraw from Egypt about the same time 
that she withdraws from Ireland—and not 
sooner. 

The latest, but not the last, of English 
crusades in behalf of ‘‘civilization and 
Christianity,’’ is at present in successful 
operation among the Matabeles, who are 
being mowed down in swaths by the ma- 
chine guns’’ because they objected to be- 
ing run out of their own country. En- 
gland has no more real right to Loben- 
gula’s kingdom than she has to the State 
of Missouri; but she is strong and Loben- 
gula is weak, and he will have to go—and 
we shall have to hear the same old English 
Te Deum, in such cases made and pro- 
vided: 


Ten thousand niggers sent below— 
Praise God from whom all blessings flow! 


It is a singular and suggestive fact that 
the only kind of civilization and Chris- 
tianity’’ which suits and satisfies our 
British cousins where weak nations own- 
ing valuable territory are concerned, is 
that which encourages and assists En- 
gland to take and keep, by fair means or 
foul, as much of thier territory as she 
wants, even if she wants it all.

The English do not often succeed in 
their attempt to imitate American humor, 
but their efforts are conscientious and 
persistent and indicate the nice discrimi- 
tion of imitators who know a good thing 
when they see it.

The last sentence of this expresses a 
truth-which the unhappy editor did not 
well enough consider, But the real trouble 
is that he knows nothing of the quality of 
American humor, Probably the pictur- 
esque Mayor knew he was talking to the 
marines, but he didn’t expect to be taken 
quite so seriously or he would have fur- 
nished the engineers with diagrams or at 
least made his fooling more solemn and 
less personal. 

The French engineers and their friend, 
the editor, should take a course of Mark 
Twain, Artemus Ward, Abe Lincoln and 
some other humorists, who have written 
or furnished the material for many excel- 
lent text books on the subject. Diagrams 
would be needed at first, but after the 
mastery of afew first principles they would 
find the study a source of never ending de- 
light.

Ah the Leaders of the Reform Party Are 
in Favor of the Scheme—A Silver Party 
May Be Formed to Swallow Up the 
Populists and All Other Reform Polit- 
ical Organizations—Political Gossip. 


Topeka, Kan., Nov. 11.—Gov. Lewelling 
said to-day that in all probability the Popu- 
list party would be reorganized under 
anothers name before another campaign is 
made. The decided falling off in the Populist 
vote at the recent election, and the further 
fact that another fusion with the Democrats 
is out of thé question, has turned all the 

loaders of the new reform party in favor of 

reorganization. Both Gov, Lewelling and 
Jerry Simpson are of the opinion that a 
silver party wil be organized, into which 
will be merged the Populist and all other 
reform parties. 

The Populist leaders of the State are ai- 
ready getting ready fora consultation of the 
prominent Populists of Kansas, Colorado, 
Nebraska, Iowa and Oklahoma for the pur- 
pose of discussing the feasibility of organiz- 
ing a silver party. It is understood here 
that Gen. James B. Weaver is in favor of the 
hew scheme. 

Speaking ofthe causes of Populist defeat, 
Gov. Lewelling said to-day: 

Our strength is largely in the agricultural 
districts; thousands of farmers who belong 
to the People’s party remained in the field, 
while their Republican neighbors, anxious to 
see the Populists defeated, wentto tne polls 
and voted. Another cause was theattitude of 
Hoke Smith toward the old soldiers. A 
very large per cent of the old soldier element 
of Kansas belongs to the People’s party, but 
they got their pensions under Republican 
rule, and many of them became frightened 
at the policy of the Democratic Administra- 
tion and voted with the Republicans as a 
matter of self-protection, as they thought. 
The hard times cost the People’s party a 
great many votes, for the simple reason 
thatitisthe party in power, and then the 
Democrats wentin with the Republicans in 
various localities and helped elect their 
candidates. I do not regard it as a great Re- 
publican victory.’’

A Delegation of Distinguished Citizens

WINDING OF THE HORN. 


Ancient Notations of the Bugle Calls Used 
in Huating. 
Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Emperor William's trumpet corps which 
appeared here a few days since and per- 
formed with amazing facility on the ancient 
and simplest form ofthe instrument gave an 
interesting and gratifying instance ofthat 
martial effectiveness of the instrument 
that has been recorded by writers from 
earliest antiquity. But it was a one-sided 
impression. The instrument had its usages 
in time of peace, Its thrilling tones ser ving 
such varying purposes as to be employed in 
the temples of worship as well as in the bunt- 
ing field, and this is all the more strange as 
the ancient simple form of the instrument 
could produce only the seven elementary mu- 
Sical sounds, Its adapatibility, therefore, to 
hunting where it certainly receives its widest 


lection of bugie calls that has ever been pub- 
lished. 

In connection with it some reflection on 
the usage of the horn in huniing may prove 
of interest. In the eariler days 
of hunting in Anglo-Saxon times 
and under the Norman Kings, a simple 
form of horn was used, made from the hol- 
lowed horn of the cow, whence indeed the 
name of the instrument its derived. The 
transition from this to ashort bugle made 
of brass waseasy. In subsequent ages the 
art of venery which was the chief occupation 
of warlike lords during the irksome inter- 
vals of peace, demanded from its votaries a 
familtarity with certain musical 
sounds that were not only appropriate 
to the nature ofthe pastime, but were em- 
ployed as signals to denote the progress and 
direct the movements of the participants in 
the sport. With advances in the matter of 
signals came innovations in the instrument 
which culminated in the reign of Louis 
XIV., and the ceremonial of the 
French court, at which period 
the hunting horn attained exceptional 
dimensions, several feet of copper tubing 
being wound around insaccessive circular 
coils and carried across the body and over 
the shoulder of the hunter, whose special 


application, makes a curious study, which 
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familiar allusions in the romances of many | 
centuries renders all the more interesting. | 
In the literature of our own language we 
have read innumerable times of the wind- 
ing of the horn’’ from the days of myth- 
ical King Arthur to the times when 
bold Robin Hood and his merry men 
chased the royal stags through Greenwood 
Forest, but we have the vaguest ideas of the

I thought out in my mind 
some Very unfortunate families I would give 
the good things to, and I was sorry it wasn’t 
Thanksgiving time. N 

But, heavens and earth! I needn’t have 
bothered my head about what to do with all 
the oddsandends of salads and fakes and 
crumbs from the tables of my millionaires. 
I—you will see by this narrative—I would 
have starved to death for all the help the 
millionaires ofthis great city are willing to 
give a hungry girl. 

I started out in beggar’s garb, carrying a 
well-worn basket,to see what would be given 
me in response to an appeal for food. 

The first place I called at was No. 7 West 
Thirty-fourth street, the home of ex- Judge 
Henry Hilton. It is a handsome residence 
of brown-stone, with an imposing entrance, 
and much graceful ornamentation.

Desperadoes in Charge of a Kentucky

New Yorx, Nov. 11.—The storekeepers and 
farmers in Spring Valley, N. Y., and vicinity 
were breathing more easily to-day because 
three young men who have been annoying 
that section for the past two years have been 
shut up in the county jail at New City. They 
are David DeMorest, James Linton and Duke 
Kelly. George DeMorest, who conducts a 
barber shop and notion store a few feet back 
of the Spring Valley Rallroad station, is also 
in jail in Gefault of $2,500 bonds, charged 
with receiving and disposing of stolen 
goods. He is the father of the leader of the 
gang and is thought to have planned the 
robberies. 

A few months ago Lindon was employed 
in Koezler’s meal store. During the absence 
of his employerand family Linton entered 
and stole $40 in money and jewelry. He 
disappeared and the officers have been 
watching for him ever since. Kelly is known 
to have entered the house of J. D. Sherwood 
and taken $18 from the trousers of Its sleep- 
ing proprietor. Thetrio had been seen to- 
gether lately attired In cowboy costume, with 
seven-shooters and ugly-looking knives. 
They often broke into the summer residences 
of wealthy city people away for the winter. 
They frequently shot calves and sheep in 
broad daylight, dressed the meat and car- 
ried it home. 

Deputy Sheriff’ Thomas Walker and Con- 
stable Sheppard Stammers, assisted by 
Robert Oakley, visited the elder DeMorest’s 
store night before last and placed Linton 
and David DeMorest under arrest. Linton 
was found lying on the roof. Neither offered 
resistance, though both had revolvers with 
them. Oakley caught Keliy and took him to 
Haight’s Hotel. He told where lots of the 
stolen goods could be found. Asa conse- 
quence the barn and store of George 
DeMorest were searched, and the proprietor 
was arrested. Sets of double and single har- 
ness, saws, furniture, hammers, piano 
lamps, hams, quarters of beef, 


clothing, blankets and quilts were found. 
but according to Kelly $3,000 or $4,000 worth of 
stuff has been taken to New York and sold by 
George De\'orest. It is said Kelly betrayed 
his accomplices because he seldom received 
any share of the returns from the stolen 
goods. Itis thought that more arrests may 
be made in the same connection. It is also 
believed that there are other stolen goods 
secreted in the village.

Mr. Wilson Says They Are All Really 
Very Amusing. 


NONE HAVE YET BEEN EMPOWERED TO 
SPEAK AUTHORITATIVELY. 


All the so-called Statements of the Policy 
Being Pursued by the Ways and Means 
Committee andthe Details Regarding 
Charges of Rates Are, Therefore, Pure- 
ly Speculative and Without Founda- 
tion in Fact—- Washington Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 11.—Chairman 
Wilson of the Ways and Means Committee 
and Mr. Breckinridge of Arkansas, his lead- 
ing Neutenanf, were at the Treasury Depart- 
ment again to-day and had another long 
conference with Secretary Carlisle on the 
subject.of the tariff bill. “Mr. Wlison carried 
a roll of manuscript and Mr. Breckinridge a 
Small hand satchel which bulged out at the 
sides. They had Come together from the 
Capitol, where work on the tariff bill is pros- 
ecuted daily. Tothe Post-DISPATCH Corre- 
spondent Mr. Wilson said: 

**We are making good progress in prepar- 
ing the tariff bill, but I don’t care to say how 
soon we shall complete the work. Iam not 
at liberty to go into particulars at this time. 
I can say, however, with perfect truth, that 
the alleged foracasts of the bill pre- 
tending to give the revisions that 
are now being printed are wide of 
the mark. I see them all as they 
are put out, and really they are amusing. 
No authoritative statement on the subject 
is being told by anybody. This speculation, 
therefore, is of no value. Those who are 
preparing it evidently have no well-in- 
formed sources of information.’’ It has been 
suggested to Mr. Wilson that these forecasts 
might grow out of the statement recently 
made that no rates of duty in this bill would 
be higher than those contained in the Milis 
dill. 

That statement, said Mr. Wilson 
Smiling, ‘‘would be a very poor guide for 
guessing. The conditions whei the Mills bill 
was prepared were very. different in many 
particulars from the conditions of to-day. 
The tariff bill will be announced in due time. 
Until then the public should not pin its faith 
to so-called forecasts.’’ 

While Mr. Wilson refuses to go inio partic- 
Ulars about the progress being made by the 
majority ofthe Ways and Means Committee, 
there is abundant testimony to show that 
many oſ the schedules are still incomplete 
and that the several highly important fea- 
tures proposed for ratsing revenue are stl. 
under advisement by the committee. 

‘Congressman Geary of California has just 
presented the committee the desires of the 
people of his State with regard tothe wine 
and fruit schedules. The proposition ofthe 
Pacific Coast people is that wines and 
fruits are both luxuries and the present 
rates of duty on them should not be mate- 
rially disturbed. The fruit schedule,as it now 
stands, is satisfactory to the Californians 
and they advise against any change at all. 
The wine schedule they hope will be revised. 
As the law now stands the duty on 
champagne is $8 per case and that 


on still wines is 50 cents per gallon and $1,60 
per case. The Californians want a new 
Classification and propose that all imported 
cheap wines pay a duty of 75 cents per gal- 
lon and all other wines $1a gallon. Theg.are 
also asking that there be incorporated among 
the administrative features of the bill the 
right to blend and bottle brandy in bond, the 
indefinite extension of the bonding period and 
the allowance ofa rebate on dottles and 
corks that are Imported when the same are 
afterwards exported. These suggestions, 
with the exception of the one relating to the 
indefinite extension of the bonding period, 
have been well received by the members of 
the committee, and Mr. Geary has strong 
hopes of their adoption, No internal rev 
enue tax on wines is at all probable. With 
regard to extending the free list, the contest 
at present centers around coal and lumber. 

It seems to be generally agreed that wool 
will be placed on the free list and that the 
disposition is strong to put iron there, too. 
But the fight for coal and lumber Is stubborn 
and is gathering strength from the move- 
ments that have been set on foot within the 
past fortnight. In that time petitions have 
begun pouring in praying that a compromise 
be effected whereby the duty on coal may be 
fixed at 50 cents per ton and only certain fin- 
ished products of lumber be admitted tree, 
leaving the raw material, as now, on the du- 
tiable list, though, if necessary, at a reduced 
rate.

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STATE BREEDERS’ ages OCIATION, 


A4 New Organization to be Formed in 


This City Next Month. | 

A convention of Missouri breeders of run- 
ning, trotting, Graft, hackney and carriage 
horses is scheduled to take place in this 
city the early part of next month. The 
breeders expect to perfect a permarént or- 
ganization, which is to be known as the Mis- 
sourt Breeders’ Association. Hon. Norman 
J. Colman, ex-Secretary of Agriculture, 


during President Cleveland’s first adminis- 
tration, who is one of the prime movers in 
the scheme, says that fully 100 breeders trom 
all over the State will be on hand to attend 
the convention. According to Mr. Colman, 
the breeders have become tired of selling 
their stock at Chicago, Cleveland ana New 
York markets, and will endeavor to establish 
a market in this State. This will make it 
much more convenient and less costly for 
the breeders when they dispose of their 
stock. The sales mart will be located at 
either St. Louis, Sedalia, Mexico, Kansas 
City or St. Joseph. The new association will 
work in harmony with the Missouri Trotting 
Horse Breeders’ Association. Almost the en- 
tire membership of the latter is expected to 
join the new organization. n 


MARRIAGE IN BURHAE. 


The Marital Bonds Are Easily Assumed 
and Easilv Dispensed With. 


Achapter in the Burmah census report 
dealing with what is called the civil conai- 
tion’’ of the people, gives much interesting 
information regarding marriage in that 
country. From the tables marriage ap- 
pears to be much less common than in 
India, but this is said to be due to the 
fact that there is no child marriage among 
the Buddhists and gnatworshipers, who 


form the bulk ofthe population. More- 
over, in Burmah marriage is generally the 
result of mutual affection between the par- 
ties after they have reached yearsof discre- 
tion, says the London Times. On the other 
hand marriage is more common there than 
in European countries, for the tie is more 
easily formed and more easily dissolved, 
while motives of prudence have not the 
same weight. Vestitution is almost 
unknown, and the wants of life 
in the temperate climate of Burmah are 
more easily satisfied than in the colder 
countries of Northern Europe. A oung 
Burmese couple can start life witha daand 
acooking pot..The universal bamboo sup- 
plies materials “fog building the house, 
lighting the fre, carrying the water from the 
well, and may even help to compose the 
dinner itself. The wife is usually prepared 
to take a share in supporting the household, 
and thus she has gradually acquired a posi- 
tion of independence not always enjoyed by 
married women elsewhere, 

Ithas been decided that under the an- 
cient Buddhist custom prevailing in Bur- 
mah a husband cannot alienate property 
jointly acquired after marriage without the 
consent of his wife. Few marriages take 
Place where either party is under 15, and the 
usual age is between 15 and 25. Polygamy 
now seldom exists, although in ancient 
times the Burmese were polygamists as well 
as slaveholders. Most Burmese have only 
one wife, and few more than two. The first, 
or head wife, is usually the choice of the 
husband in his youth.’’ 

The ease with which divorce is obtained 
Is said to be one of the causes why polyg- 
amy isso rare. The terms of divorce are 
based on ancient rules, one of which is that 
the party wishing the separation can take 
his or her property and no more; the other 
party taaes all the rest, including the 
children. The safeguard against caprice in 
husbands is not merely public opinion, 
which condemns too frequent d- 
vorces, but the self-respect of women, 
which prevents them from marrying a man 
who has divorced his wives too freely.

IN COLLISION WITH WHALES. 


One Remarkable Experience of a Steam- 
ship in the South Indian Ocean. 


The steamship Petersburg of the Russian 
volunteer fleet had a unique experience near 
Minicoy in the South Indian Ocean. A sharp 
shock was felt by all on board, and she 
The 
sea was found to be colored with the 
life blood of two huge whales, which lay 
floating in their last agony. One wascut 
through by the steamer’s sharp stem and 


the other killed by repeated blows ofthe 
screw propeller, says Chambers’ Journal. 

The German {steamship Waesland, bound 
from Antwerpto New York, ran into and 
killed a sleeping whale. A small steamer, 
the Kelloe, coliided witha whale near Sea- 
ham harbor and wounded it badly. The cel- 
ebrated yacht Genesta narrowly avoided col- 
liston with a dead cetacean during 
the Ijubilee race around r islands, 
In 1889 a Shields steamship, the James 
Turpie, nearly cut aj whale in two one star 
light night. The schooner O. M. Marrett 
was almost wrecked by passing whalesin the 
north Atlantic. Many of the school struck 
her repeatedly with such violence that her 
whole hull shook and articles in the officers’ 
rooms were thrown to the floor. 

In 1890 a small sailing vessel, the Ocean 
Spray, bound from Galveston to England, 
struck a sleeping whale and received dam. 
age. On the morning ofthe 15th of July a 
whale fifty feet long made his appearance 
close alongside the steamship Port Ade- 

Hepworth, R. N. R., in 
42 degs. 75% dogs. east. He fol- 
lowed the vessel for four days, never more 
than 70 yards away, and generally close 
astern, much to the edification of numerous 
passengers. He threw upthe sponge in 41 
degs. south, 97 degs. east, after traveling 980 
statute miles, certainly without resting and 
apparently fasting. 

15 Movetber the ship Earnock, Capt. Par- 
son, was under sail in 29 deg. south and 21 
deg. west, when a large whale lashed the 
sea into foam with his tail so near the ship 
that the chief officer, who happened to be 
below forward, quickly came on deck to see 
what had happened: He actually felt the 
impact of the water against her bows. 

In June, 1891, white her majesty’s ship 
Immoratalite Was steaming from Arosa 
Bay to Gibraltar at the rate of twelve 
knots an hour, she stopped short as 
though a submerged danger had been lo- 
cated. It was presently found that she 
had cut deeply intoa whale, and it became 
necessary to go astern in orderto get rid of 
the incumbranc® four months later the 
Anchor line steamsaip Ethiopia collided witb 
a whale when about 800 miles from New

Vaccination, as performed at the present 


day, is an operation of comparatively recent 
origin. Preventive inoculating with small- 
pox virus, however, Was Known for many 
‘years previous to the discovery of vaecina- 
ation. For several centuries small-pox was 
considered more than any other pestilence 
the foe of mankind, statistics showing that 
about one-sixth of those attacked died, and 
that many survivors were left ‘blind, 
deaf and disfigured. 
When Edward Montagu was appointed En- 
glish Ambassador to Turkey, in 1716, his wife, 
Lady Mary, called attention, in one of her

letters, written in 1717, to the custom of 
‘*ingrafting’’ small-pox. Upon her return 
to England she at once undertook the intro- 
duction of the art into that country; showing 
her absolute faith in the operation by having 
her young daughter inoculated. In 1821 
scientists having questioned the expediency 
of the operation, the Government extended 
remission to several prisoners under sen- 
tence of death on the condition that they 
would submit to inoculation. The experi- 
ment proved successful and the prisoners 
were released. Upon the strength of this 
experiment the operation was received with 
royal favor, the Princess of Wales having

Returning after 
years, he began practice in 
native village of Berkeley.

onism between cow-pox and small- pox was 
again brought to his attention. By degrees 
he accumulated sufficient evidenceto con- 
vince him that there was something in it, 
On May 14, 1796, Jenner made his first vaccin.- 
ation on a boy of 8 years, named James 
Phipps. Several weeks afterwards the boy 
was inoculated with small: pox matter, and, 
as Jenner had predicted, no result followed, 
Within one year from the first announce- 
merit of the discovery seventy of the leadin 
physicians of Léndon signed a declaration o 
their absolute confidence in it. 

In spite of this the discovery was not gen- 
erally accepted without much opposition, 
Jenner, his system, and all who adopted it 
were made the butt of attacks hardly equalled 
in extraxagance by anyin the history of 
medicine. When he persisted in pressing the 
consideration of vaccination on a medical 
society of which he was a member, he was 
threatened with expulsion. Jenner and his 
followers were denounced as quacks. ‘The 
so-called school of orthodoxy consisted of 
those practitioners who still adhered to in- 
oculation, 

A mother complained that since her daugh- 
ter had been vaccinated she coughed like a 
cow and that hair had grown all over her 
body. It is also said that vaccination haa 
been discontinued in onecountry district, 
because those who had been inoculated with 
Vaccine virus **bellowed like oulis. 

In 1800 the ctice was introduced into this 
country, and six years after it was first made 
public the knowledge and practice of this op- 
eration had spread over the entire world. in 
Russia the ay eg gave the name ot vac - 
cinof’’ to the t child vaccinated and made 
its educationa publiceharge. Many honors 
were conferred on Jenner by foreign courts. 
The anniversary of bis birth and that of his 
first vaccinction, were fo cele- 
brated in py as st 
Parliament yoted Bim $50,000 and fi 
later $100,000 more.

BRIGANDS IN GREECE. 


The Authorities Seem Powerless and the 
Whole Country Is Alarmed. 

Paplic attention in Greece has of late been 

directed toward the marked iacreasejof crim- 


inality, so bold that it defies legislation and 
fills the inhabitants withalarm. A veritable 
panic has been created by brigands, whose 
depredations have been so frequent and per- 
sistentasto arouse the Government to ex- 
treme action. The authorities appear pow- 
erless to suppress these lawless Knights of 
the road. The country is literally infested 
with them, the rank and file being criminals 
who have been condemned for murder or 
for theft, and who, by some means managing 
to evade justice, detake themselves to the 


ae 

The most daring of these malefactors are 
those less sought for or suspected by the po- 
lice. These, having passed beyond brigand- 
age, extort from peasant or townsmen, ac- 
cording to opportunity. Moreover, encour. 
aged by the immunity they have enjoyed, 
they have had the hardihood to enter vil- 
la ges, small towns and even the larger cities. 
These organized bands have long existed, 
but heretofore the Government has taken no 
measures toward their suppression, it being 
occupied with affairs of state and questions 
of finance. Itisowingto this that the noto- 
rious Djoniis Papakiritzopoull and Tzanakas, 
whose names furnish whole chapters in the 
criminal records, have flourished from year 
to year, their exploits being fully as remark.- 
able as any related in fiction. These outlaws 
extort protection by ihreatening their vic- 
tims with death should the latter attempt to 
seek justice. 

Brigands and their expliots still possessa 
mysterious fascination for the people,and es- 
pecially the inhabitants of the cantons of 
continental Greece, furnishing a reminis- 
cence of the rude wars of a history preceding 
the great revolution. In many places no 
opprobrium is attached to the word brigand. 
On the contrary a brigand is regarded asa 
hero, a klepte, one who, through unto- 
ward circumstances and the rigor of the law 
is eomreſied to live by his wits. A » Klepte “g 
is an example ot heroigm and crude patriot.

United States, as far as the Eastern District 
of Missouri is concerned, has about fulfilled 
his duty, as there are left only the appoint- 
ments of a Postmaster of St. Louis, United 
States Attorney, United States Marshal, Dis- 
trict Attorney, Assistant Treasurer, Ap- 
praiser of Merchandise and Boiler Inspector, 
whose commissions have not expired. For all 
of these offices there are innumerable appli- 
cants, all of whom have the indorsements of 
numerous Congressmen and tax-paying citi- 
zens. The appointment of Internal Revenue 
Collector having been decided upon, Mr. 
Speck will exercise his own judgment in the 
recommendation to Secretary Carlisie of the 
applicants for the offices of the ten gaugers 
and nine store-keepers. The salary of the 
colletor is $4,500 per annum, and he 18 al- 
lowed a chief clerk at $2,000, chief of division 
deputies at $1,800, five divison deputies at 
$1,400 each, deputy collectors, one at 
$1,800, two at $1,600, one at $1,500, 
one at $1,400, one at $1,800, 
one at $1,200, two at $900 each anda clerk at 
$800. In connection with the office there are 
to be appointed six outside deputies, four at 
$1,100 each and two at $600, Ten city gaugers 
are to be appointed, each of whom will re- 
celve $5 per day, while the nine storekeepers 
will receive $4 per day. Of the outside 
gaugersand storekeepers, two will secure $4 
per day, one $3.50, one $3 and seven $2. As 
Judge Speck has just received his appoint- 
ment he has not declared as to whom he will 
favor, although there are quite a number of 
politicians who are willing to be sacrificed.

The office pays $6,000 per year and the post- 
master has the following appointments to 
make; assistant postmaster, $3,000; cashier, 
$2,600; superintendent of city delivery, $2,400;

three examiners at 31.000. $1,100 and $1,800 
ecch; a cashier at $1,700; four super- 
intendents ofthe stamp department, three 
at $1,000 each and one at $1,600. Besides these 
appointments a finance clerk comes in for 
$1,500 and his assistant draws $1,400; of the 
superintendents of the five stations one re- 
ceives a voucher for $1,500. three $1,800, and 
two $1,000. The postmaster also — 
anitors and truckmen: two at $500 and ten at 
a year; the weigher of second-class mat- 
ter receives $1,100 per year and his two 
assistants receive $600 each while the clerk in 
charge of postal card sub-agency receives 
$1,200 per annum and his helper 
$600. While Maj. Harlow has made 
an enviable reputation as a postmaster: 
there are several St. Loulsans who labor un- 
der the impression that they can make an 
improvement in the department, while oth- 
ers claim that they are entitled to the office 
on account of the yeoman service rendered 
in the interest of the party that made Grover 
Cleveland President of the United States for 
the second time. Among the gentlemen 
most frequently spoken of as the possible 
successor Of \:ajJ. Harlow are: James C. 
Carlisle, D. P. Rowland, Frank Galiennie, 
John A. Duffy and David H. Macadam. 


APPRAISER’S OFFICE.

While the salary of 
the office is only $2,000 per annum, the fees 
sweli the attorney’s salary to about $6,000, the 
maximum, The District Attorney is allowed 
two assistants, their salary to be fixed by 
the Attorney-General, their present salary 
being reckoned at $2,160 each, From the 
number of applicants who wish to relieve 
Mr. Reynolds of his responsibilities, it is ap- 
parent that the office is a very desirable one.

ears ago to become cashier of the 

ational Bank there. Heis a man of very 
prepossessing Serene with a hand- 
some face excellent bearing, 
ang quickly pustea his way forward to 
best bank, and ultimately 
me 43 its President. His only 
hobby or extra expense so far as known was 
fast horses. He owned a dozen or more of 
une roadsters. While conducting the Exeter 
Bank he became interested in a number of 
outside matters, one being the constraction 
of an electric road up one of tne White 
Mountains, and he was also interested, it 4s 
understood, in a number of enterprises. He 
is about 60 years old and unmarried, 
Arthur 0. Fuller, the complainant, is a 
man of about the same age as Mr. Putnam 
apparently. It was through letters 
and telegrams that the whereabouts 
of Mr. Putnam was discovered. 
When he was located at Young’s 
Hotel, Boston, Mr. Fuller started at once 
for the city and arrived this morning. He 
went tothe United States Court and a war- 
rant for Putnam’s arrest was sworn out by 
United States Commissioner Sawyer ani 
Deputy Marshal Gainer. The arrest was 
Made with little trouble.

Lonpos®, Nov. 2.—Norway is so cut and 
haggled by the numerous fords or sea-arms 


water, and that her many and tremendous 
stone roads of the mountains and valleys are 
after all merely feeders to her silent and 
mighty water ways. 

One could truly see most of Noway without 
ever leaving a steamer’s deck. By Keeping 
o the routes established from cities through 
the larger lords and their almost countless 
lesser arms and branches, and never leaving 
them.on either band more than a half-score 
miles, every principal point of scenic inter- 
est could be gained. And if one should set 
out upon a land journey’’ from Stavanger, 
on the southwestern coast, to Trondhjem, 
midway to the Lofoden Islands, it is likely 
that nearly one-half of this distance of from 
three to four hundred miles would still 
necessarily be traversed in the countless 
rowboats (roe-baade) and little steamers of 
the flords. 

These lords are therefore almost first in 
combined attractiveness to the traveler. 
They possess three distinct phases of inter- 
est. They are the chief national highways; 
the greatest. possible diversity in peasant and 
village life is found upon their shores ana in 
the adjacent valleys, and with few excep- 
tions, as with the glacier fields and upper 
waterfalls, crags and dales of the fiercely 
desolate fields or mountainjreavhes, they cer- 
tainly provide culminations and combina- 
tions of the most impressive scenery to be 
found in Norway. 

Ot late years Norway has al most outrivaled 
Switzerland as a resort for indefatigable 
lovers of the sublime in nature’s aspects. 
Tais is largely vecause of this very com. 
mingling of the Alpine, the marine and 
the human elements. In our own amazing 
Yosemite there are immensity, sublimity 
and a silence that is appalling. Here are all 
these in infinite variety und expression—end- 
less sea-reach, measureless water depths, 
sheer walls from 2,000 to 4,000 feet in height, 
majestic snow-clad peaks twice this altitude, 
tremendous torrents and waterfalls thous- 
ands of feet from leap to pool, glacier flelds 
hundreds of square miles in area—and, ton- 
ing and softening all from an endless pano- 
rama of sublimity unbearable, that tender 
threading of human color, in never failing 
sight of valley or eerle nests of love and 
effort where hardy, honest yeomen dwell.

Through its accessibility from Bergen the 
Hardanger ford is likely to be the first Nor- 
wegian flord seen by the tourist. It is about 
seventy miles in length. Two classes of 
steamers ply upon it, as well as upon the 
other flords named, the swift, capacious and 

elegant mal steamers which touch at few 
landings, called stations, and the local 

—＋ er and freight boats which take no

the general public, and which became a 
famous place of pilgrimage. Its attractive. 
ness as such was much enhanced by the fact, 
that one ofthe abbots of the order had earth 
— . from Mount Golgatha with which 

es prinkled the burial ground 
which ad joined the church. At 
the time All Saints’ Chapel was built, the 
bellef had spread among the pious people of 
that section that the bodies of the just who 
were buried in this doubly consecrated 
ground, that would not tolerate the presence 
of sinners, were stripped of their fiesh 
within twenty-four hours after burial, so 
that nothing remained but the blanched 
bones. Every pe pees ghee to be buried in this 
sacred earth, bountiful donations were 
showered upon the chapel, 

‘Through the religious wars of the six- 
teenth century andthe mismanagement of 
dishonest abbots the convent lost many of 
its treasures. One of the abbots at last de- 
fauited and esca pod to France with all the 
ready money in the treasury, No other 
abbot was chosen after that time, and the 
convent was presided over by a provost. In 
1783 a convention was called of all the Cister- 
clan abbots in Bohemia and Moravia and the 
Convent of Sedlec was abolished on account 
ofits unfortunate financial condition. The 
Chureh of St. Mary was closed and its mag- 
nificent works of art were sold tor a song. 

In 1854 the edifice, the largest of its kind in 
Bohemia, was restored. On the site of the 
cemetery made holy by the earth which had 
been brought from Golgotha, in which thous- 
ands upon thousands had been buried, an 
abbot named Heidenreich, erected in 1290 a 
double chapel,the sub structure of which was 
called All Souls’ Church, and the upper 
one All Saints’ Church. Partir destroyed 
during the Hussite wars these chapels were 
restored in 1661. The sub-structure below 
the level ofthe burial ground is undoubtedly 
the most remarkable memento mori in the 
world. The walls rest on four pillars and 
have anarched roof. The entire decoration 
consists of the blanched bones of human 

les. Garlands strung together of bones 
end from the walls and ceiling. 
amids, topped with golden crowns, are 
artistically reared from the ground with 
these whitened remains of the dead. The 
aitars are literally covered with skulls, 
among which the eye is particularly at- 
tracted to hundreds of those which have been 
pierced by bullets or crushed by murderous 
blows from swords and other weapons, de- 
noting that they have evidently been gath- 
ered from the adjacent battle-flelds. In the 
center of the arched roof hangs a chande- 
lier constructed of shoulder . bilades, 
jaw-bones andspinal cords. This —— 
space was given its present artistic arran 
ment in 170, At that time the chapel w th 
its wealth of human bones, which folk-lore’ 
says were originally gathered by a blind 
friar of the order of the Cistercians, was ap- 
— oaching decay, when a pious man named 
int devoted himself to the task of cleaning 
all the bones, and arranging them as they 
had been by his blind predecessor. Prince 
Carl of Schwarzenberg ordered the church 
to be repaired, and paid for it out of his 
personal funds. ‘

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FOR TWO YEARS METIN HAS BEEN 
GROUND pow. 


After Paying $150 in Interest for $44, 
He Still Owes the Money Lender $60 
—Eorrowed to Make a Speculation in 
Watermelons—Vette Admits the Truth 
of Metin’s Story. 


Frank Metin keeps a small meat shop and 
green grocery at the corner of Semple and 
St. Louis avenues. It is a very small shop 
and the place looks as if the proprietor had 
a hard struggle to keep his head above 
water. How the scanty little stock that 
attracts but few customers can support the 
proprietor and his tamily is a mystery. But 
it does more—it helps to enrich a money 
lender. The fangs of the money shark are 
sunk deep into the Metin family and their 
struggle for existence is all the harder 
through the necessity of a monthly gontri- 
bution to the money lender’s coffers, 

HOW HE BBCAME INVOLVED. 

Two years ago Metin was running a grocery 
store on Clark avenue. During the summer 
he thought he saw an opportunity 
to make money by a spcecula- 
tion in watermelons. He had no money 
but he went to John H. Vette & Co. and bor 
rowed on his personal property. He received 
$44in cash from the money-lender, and in 
return for which he made out his note for $60, 
secured by a chattel mortgage on his house- 
hold furniture. The $16 difference between 
the money he received and the amount of the 
note was for commission, interest in advance 
and notary’s fees. 

The watermelon speculation was a flat fail- 
ure, and when the note fell due, in thirty 
days, Metin could not pay off the principal, 
so he paid $6 to have the note extended an- 
other morth. He paid that $ a month 
steadily fortwo years. That was $144 fora 
debt of $44, and yet it was not wiped out. 
Three months ago Metin went so flat broke 
that he could not meet the payments. Then 
they let him pay $latatimeor anything he 
could get his hand on, but every 
time a man was sent out to collect a fee of 50 
cents was charged up against him. 

The wind-up of this marvelous transaction 
is best told in Mr. Metin’s own words. Said 
he; ‘‘Icalled on Mr. Vette last week and 
asked himtolet me off paying interest and 
let what money I paid in go to discharging 
the principai, which had not grown any 
lessforalltbe money I paid n. Mr. Vette 
promised to lay the case before the Chattel 
Loan Co, He came to me in five days and 
said they could do nothing towards letting 
me off the interest until the principal was 
paid, forifthey had the money they could 
loan it out to some one else. He thea made an 
arrangement to let me pay $3 a week, 
half of it going for interest and half 


toward paying off the debt. I paid him $3 
last Monday and was seraplng together $s 
for the coming week when I read the article 
in Thursday’s Post-DiIsPaTcH of Mr. Eigen- 
mann’s trouble. I think after what 
read there that Mr. Vette has received enough 
money from me and that the law will protect 
me from him. 
WHAT VETTE SAYS. 

Mr. J. H. Vette was called on at his place 
of business, 1127 Chestnut street, to see if he 
could give some explanation of how a man 
could pay in two years something over $150 
on a $44 loan and still owe $60 with interest 
for the entire time. 

‘*Metin—Frank Metin?’’ said Mr. Vette in 
response to the reporter’s question, ‘‘I don’t 
exactly recall any such man. 

The reporter finally succeeded in singling 
this particular victim out from the number 
that were crowded in the money lender’s 
mind and books, and that gentleman went 
on to explain. 

That man didn’t get any money from me. 
1 merely negotiated the loan for him from 
the Chattel Loan Co,, and the money he paid 
me was for services rendered in getting ex- 
tensions for him at the end of each month 
when his note fell due.’’ 

„One hundred and fifty dollars in 
two years as commissions on a 
negotiation of a $44 loan?’’ asked the re- 
porter in surprise. 

It looks that way, said Vette. 

He denied any connection with the Chattel 
Loan Co. further than that he negotiated 
loans of this kind with them; but the re- 
porter noticed that his receipt bianks were 
printed with the Ohattel Loan Co.’s name 
on them, showing that the bulk of his nego- 
tiations were in their favor.

The doctors say thatthe break is in the 
fourth cavicle of the column, which is com- 
posed of very thin bones pressing on the 
spinal column, causing complete paralysis. 
The operation. which would be an extremely 
delicate one, wonld consist of making 
an incision right over the break and 
expose the sp'nal column. The two broken 
enimas would then be sawed off and the 
clavicle raised so astorelieve the pressure. 
The dangerinthe operation Is that the por- 
tion inthe man’s anatomy is netted with 
veins and small blood channels to which 
there is no valve. It would be necessary to 
cut right through them, and as the surgeon 
cannot gather them up and check the bleed- 
Ing, a very aggravated hemorrhage would 
necessarily resalt. Then it might be found 
that the column had been otherwise injured 
and the operation might not have the de- 
sired effect.

NOVELTIES IN FLOWERS. 


The Plant to Supplant the Rose Should 
the Necessity Ever Arise. 

Orchids come into season about Nov. 1. 
Whenever the public have a surfeit of roses 
this is the flower that will supplant them. 
Ten years agoan orchid wasa curiosity ina 
florist’s establishment, To-day they are for 
sale by the wholesalers the same as roses. 
There are but a few of the 500 varieties that 
can be used for cutting with profit to the 


florists. The cost of the plants of some va- 
rieties is so great and their flowering so un- 
frequent that they are useless to the dealer, 
says the r Orchids come in 
all shapes, fromthe flat bloom to butterfly 
and birds. The common American variety, 
which can be gathered in the woods, is 
called the **pitcher plant.’’ 

In some parts of the country this interest- 
ing flower has a lid over the top of the so- 
called water pitcher. When it rains this lid 
raises and allows the water to collect in tie 
flower; then when it stops raining it closes 
down. These fowers hold enough water to 
quench the thirst of an ordinary man. Por- 
haps the most beautiful variety of orchid is 
called spirito santo. It is an open bloom 
with the form ofa white dove with out- 
stretched wings right im the center. The 
cattleyas variety is used mostly inthe trade 
for decorations, as they are by far the 
showiest and grandest of all the varieties, 
and are of easy growth. 

The newest rose which the growers have 
put upon the market is the Caroline Testout, 
whose appearance is like the La France, only 
the pink is ofa much more delicate and ex- 

uisite. shade. Another new rose which is 

estined to have a great run is the American 
Belle, a duplicate of the American Beauty in 
pink. The Kaiserine Augusta will probably 

ake the place of the bride in white roses,and 
the meteor will replace the Jacque in dark 
red. The growers are endeavoring to obtain 
the test durability in their flowers and 
straightness and stiffness in the stems, All 
of the new varieties, with the exception of 
the Testout, are great improvements in this

How Adrian Ven €inderes, as Trustee, 


Emberrassed the Heirs to the Extent : ö 


of Everything Except His Honerable 
Intentions, and Then Ostensibly Died | 
—A Shrowd Lawyers Downfall, 


NEW York, Nov. 11. A strange story came 
yesterday from the District Attorney’s office 
tothe effect that Adrian Van Sinderen, a 
fugitive from justice, long supposed to be a 
dead man, was alive_and that efforts were 
being made to effect his capture. | 

Van Sinderen, who was formerly a lawyer 
in the Cotton Exehange DBullding, was the 
trustee of the estate of Wm. Lawrence and in 
that capacity is gaid to have embezzied the 
sum of $63,000, Lawrence, who was a cousin 
of Judge Abraham Lawrence, died in 1864, 
leaving a fortune estimated at $100,000, 
of which $70,000 was in real estate and the 
rest in the most approved securities, He left 
everything to his two brothers, Thomas and 
Isaac, share and share alike, with the ex- 
ception of a bequest of $12,500 to his niece, 
the wife of Dwight H. Ulmstead. 

Van Sinderen, who was then a rising young 
lawyer, was appointed sole executor and 
trustee. During the first two years of his 
administration of the estate Van Sinderen 
divided among the heirsthe sum of $35,000, 
but from that time forward no accounting 
could be got from him, upttl, after 
the lapse of nearly a quarter of a century, 
the second generation of heirs, consisting of 
the sons and daughters of Thomas and Isaac 
Lawrence, appeaiea to Surrogate Rausom 
and secured the appointment of a receiver to 
make ab investigation. 

** HONORABLE INTENTIONS,”’ 

This reteree, L. W. Emerson, reported in 
July, 1889, that there was absolutely nothing 
left of the estate except what he sarcastic- 
ally termed the ‘*trustee’s honorable inten- 
tions.’’ He recommended that the trustees 
be removed and that he be compelled to re- 
store the unaccounted-for balance of the 
estate, which was estimated to be about 
$65,000. 

Van Sinderen’s excuse wasa singular one. 
He solemnly declared thathe had invested 
every dollar of the missing funds in raulroad 
securities for the account of the heirs, but 
when asked to submit proof of this, he mads 
the astounding statement thatevery check, 
stub, account book and memorandum rela- 
tive to the transactions had been lost. They 
had been stored, he said, in the garret of his 
house, and had been sold by the servants as 
waste paper. This story he stuck to, reso- 
lutely, although he admitted that he did not 
expect anyone to believe it. 


CHARGED WITH LARCENY. 

He was questioned in relation to the sum 
($16,000) which he had received from the city 
in payment of a tract of land belonging to 
the estate on Ward’s Island, and admitted 
that he had sold it to protect some property 
he owned in Ulif street, on which there was 
a heavy incumbrance, He finally transferred

arrest could be effected he abandoned his 
handsome residence on Columbia Heights, 
Brooklyn, where he had lived in style for 
many years, and fled from the State. 

Now comes the queerest feature of the 
story. Van Sinderen was an old man, broken 
in health and penniless, and no serious ef- 
lorts were made to effect his capture. It was 
with a feeling almost of relief that the 
swindled heirs read in a New York paper 
of Sept. 14. 1892, that 
Van Sinderen had died two 
before in the town ot New Lots, L. I. 
death notice contained a brief account of the 
history of the transactions which led to 
Van Sinderen’s downfall. Some time elapsed 
before it was learned that the Adrian Van 
Sinderen who died in New Lots was not the 
missing trustee, and that his friends had 
taken advantage of the identity of the names 
to convey the impression that the defaulter 
was dead. When this was known the pur- 
suit was renewed with fresh vigor and it was 
learned that the fugutive had been seen in 
Pennsy!vania and Virginia and that he had 
returned to this city and embarked on a Eu- 
ropean steamer, 

DISCOVERED IN BERLIN. 

Then all trace of him was lost until a few 
days ago, when it was learned that he was 
living in seclusionin Beri in. As under the 
treaty with Germany larceny is not recog- 
nized as a cause for extraditiod, it is doubt - 
ful whether Van Sinderen can be brought 


back to this country, except by the courtesy 
of the German Government,

AN UNMOLESTED EMBEZZLER. 
Wasninoton, D. C., Nov. li.—Adrian Van 
Sandern, who was indicted for embezziement 
from the Lawrence estatein 1891, and who 
was supposed to be dead until he turned up 
alive Germany, will probably be permitted 
to enjoy his ill-gotten gains unmolested. As- 
sistant District Attorney John D. Lindsay

By Gabriel’s Side inthe Old Philedelphia 
Cemetery.

Longfellow, in nis tale of the Acadian 
lovers, tells of the meeting of Evangeline 
and Gabriel in a hospital in the Quaker City, 
and how, after their death, 8 
Under the humbie walls of the little Catholic 
churchyard, 
In the heart of the city, they lie, unknown and 
unnoticed, 
The real existence of Gabriel and Evange- 


line has been questioned, and the entire 
story, so beautifully related by the poet, has 
been pronounced a myth; but with a true

Philadelphian no shade of disbellef in the | 


legend can find lodgement. For has he not 
known from his boyhood the spot where 
Evangeline lived, the site of the almshouse 
where she ministered, and, most conclusive 
proof of all, the churchyard. wherein she 
and her long-lost lover were interred? 

That a large number Ir exiles 
found refuge in Philadelp after expulsion 
from their homes is a Matter of history. 
More than 300 unfortunates were brought 
thither by the British in the sloops Hannah, 
Swan and Three Friends, and, despite the 
protests of the city authorities, were landed 
on Province Island, below the town, in No- 
vember, 1755, half clad and almost starved. 
There werea half-dozen miserable shanties 
on the island,which were used as a makeshift 
quarantine station, and here the masters of 
the vessels landed and left the exiles with 
scant ceremony. 

Atfirst they were denied admission into 
the city, but hu Ky. un overetining- 
the scruples whtch yhad ‘hitherto Influbnced 
the inhabitants, the Acadians were permitted 
to come and without bindrance.

Powel, a wealthy citizens of Philadelphia, 
had long owned a block of land between 
Fifth, Sixth, Spruce and Pine streets,torigin- 
ally patented by Penn tothe Free Society of 
Traders, which, at the time of the coming of 
the Acadians, was far out of town and 
unused. Moved by the distress of the French 
neutrals, he erected for them a number of 
tidy cabins on this land, fronting upon a nar- 
row thoroughfare which later on was known 
as Powel or Powell street.

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FOR TWO YEARS METIN HAS BEEN. 


GROUND pow. 


After Paying $150 in Interest for $44, 
He Still Owes the Money Lender $60 
—Eorrowed to Make. a Speculation in 
Watermelons—Vette Admits the Truth 
of Metin’s Story. 


Frank Metin keeps a small meat shop and 
green grocery at the corner of Semple and 
St. Louis avenues. It is a very small shop 
and the place looks as if the proprietor had 
a hard struggle to keep his head above 
water. How the scanty little stock that 
attracts but few customers can support the 
proprietor and his tamily is a mystery. But 
it does more—it helps to enrich a money 
lender. The fangs of the money shark are 
sunk deep into the Metin family and their 
struggle for existence is all the harder 
through the necessity of a monthly gontri- 
bution to the money lender’s coffers. 

HOW HE BBCAME INVOLVED. 

Two years ago Metin was running a grocery 
store on Clark avenue. During the summer 
he thought he saw an opportunity 
to make money by a s pecula - 
tion in watermelons. He had no money 
but he went to John H. Vette & Co. and bor - 
rowed on his personal property. He received 
$44 in cash from the modey-lender, and in 
return for which he made out his note for $60, 
secured by a chattel mortgage on his house- 
hold furniture. The $16 difference between 
the money he received and the amonnt of the 
note was for commission, interest in advance 
and notary’s fees. 

The watermelon speculation was a flat fail- 
ure, and when the note fell due, in thirty 
Gays, Metin could not pay off the principal, 
so he paid $6 to have the note extended an- 
other month. He paid that $6 a month 
steadily fortwo years. That was $144 fora 
debt of $44, and yet it was not wiped out. 
Three months ago Metin went so flat broke 
that he could not meet the payments. Then 
they let him pay $latatimeor anything he 
could get his hand on, but every 
time a man was sent out to collect a fee of 50 
cents was charged up against him. 

The wind-up ofthis marvelous transaction 
is best told in Mr. Metin’s own words. Said 
he: ‘‘Icalied on Mr. Vette last week and 
asked him to let me off paying interest and 
let what money I paid in go to discharging 
the principal, which had not grown any 
less for all the money I paid in. Mr. Vette 
promised to lay the case before the Chattel 
Loan Co. He came to me in five days and 
said they could do nothing towards - letting 
me off the interest until the principal was 
paid, forifthey had the money they could 
loan it out to some one else. He then made an 
arrangement to let me pay $3 a weak, 
half of it going for interest 


toward paying off the debt. I paid him $3 
last Monday and was scraping together $% 
for the coming week when | read the article 
in Thursday’ S PosT-DISPATCH of Mr. Eigen- 
mann’s trouble. I think after what I’ve 
read there that Mr. Vette has received enough 
money from me and that the law will protect 
me from him. 
WHAT VETTE SAYS. 

Mr. J. H. Vette was called on at his place 
of business, 1127 Chestnut street, to see if he 
could give some explanation of howa man 
could pay in two years something over $150 
on a $44 loan and still owe $60 with interest 
for the entire time. 

**Metin—Frank Metin?“ said Mr. Vette in 
response to the reporter’s question, ‘‘I don’t 
exactly recall any such man. 

The reporter finally succeeded in singling 
this particular victim out from the number 
that were crowded in the money lender’s 
mind and books, and that gentleman went 
on to explain. 

That man didn’t get any money from me. 
1 merely negotiated the loan for him from 
the Chattel Loan Co., and the money he paid 
me was for services rendered in getting ex- 
tensions for him at the end of each month 
when his note fell due.’ 

One hundred and fifty dollars 
two years as commissions on a 
negotiation of a $44 loan?’’ asked the re- 
porter in surprise.

He denied any connection with the Chattel 
Loan Co, further than that he negotiated 
loans of this kind with them; but the re- 
porter noticed that his receipt bianks were 
printed with the Ohattel Loan Co.’s name 
on them, showing that the bulk of his nego- 
tiations were in their favor.

The doctors 
say that the refu 41 — the family is culpable 
ignorance and that if he goes under the sur- 
geon’s knife there ig a slight chance for his 
recovery. His wife spent yesterday beside 
his cot and House Surgeon Kemp entreated 
her to give the doctors a chance to save her 
husband"s life, but in vain. They are afraid 
the. permission will mever be given and 
O’Brien will die without the only available 
effort being made to save him. 

O’Brien fell from a ladder a distance of 
twelve feet and broke his neck. His injuries 
were exactly the same as those sustained by 
Harry Richardson, who lived for two months 
with a broken neck and who died two days 
ago. When O’Brien was taken to the hos- 
pital the nature of bis injuries was instantly 
recognized and absolute quiet and rest were 
necessary. The doctors consulted and de- 
cided to 12 on him, but were opposed 
by Mrs, O’Brien 

The doctors say thatthe break is in the 
fourth cavicle of the column, which is com- 
posed of very thin bones pressing on the 
spinal column, causing complete paralysis. 
The operation. which would be an extremely 
delicate one, wonld consist of making 
an incision right over the break and 
expose the spinal column. The two broken 
enimas would then be sawed off and the 
clavicle raised so as to relieve the pressure. 
The danger in the operation is that the por- 
tion inthe man’s anatomy is netted with 
veins and small blood channels to which 
there is no valve. It would be necessary to 
cut right through them, and as the surgeon 
cannot gather them up and check the bleed - 
ing, a very aggravated hemorrhage would 
necessarily resalt. Then it might be found 
that the column had been otherwise injured 
and the operation might not have the de- 
sired effect.

ICE ALIVE IN BERLIEZ. 


of Everything Except His “Honorable 
Intentions,’’ and Then Ostensibly Died 
—4 Shrewd Lawyer's Downtall. . 


NEw YorK, Nov. 1. A strange story came 
yesterday from the District Attorney’s office 
tothe effect that Adrian Van Sinderen, a 
fugitive from justice, long supposed to be a 
dead man, was alive_and that efforts were 
being made to effect his capture. 

Van Sinderen, who was formerly a lawyer 
in tue Cotton Exchange Building, was the 
trustee of the estate of Wm. Lawrence and in 
that capacity is gaid to have embezzied the 
sum of $63,000. Lawrence, who was a cousin 
of Judge Abraham Lawrence, died in 1884, 
leaving a fortune estimated at $100,000, 
of which $70,000 was in real estate and the 
rest in the most approved securities. He left 
everything to his two brothers, Thomas and 
Isaac, sharo and share alixe, with the ex- 
ception of a bequest of $12,500 to his niece, 
the wife of Dwight H. Ulmstead. 

Van Sinderen, who was then a rising young 
lawyer, was appointed sole executor and 
trustee. During the first two years of his 
administration of the estate Van Sinderen 
divided among the heirsthe sum of $35,000, 
but from that time forward no accounting 
could be got from him, until, after 
the lapse of nearly a quarter of a century. 
the second generation of heirs, consisting of 
the sons and daughters of Thomas and Isaac 
Lawrence, appealed to Surrogate Ransom 
and secured the appointment of a receiver to 
make au investigation. 

** HONORABLE INTENTIONS,”’ 

This reteree, L. W. Emerson, reported in 
July, 1889, that there was absolutely nothing 
left of the estate except what he sarcastic- 
ally termed the ‘*trustee’s honorable inten- 
tlons. He recommended that the trustee 
be removed and that he be compelled to re- 
store the unaccounted-for balance of the 
estate, which was estimated to be about 
$65,000. 

Van Sinderen’s excuse wasa singular one. 
He solemnly declared thathe had invested 
every dollar of the missing funds in railroad 
securities for the account of the heirs, but 
when asked to submit proof of this, he mads 
the astounding statement thatevery check, 
stub, account book and memorandum rela- 
tive to the transactions had been lost. They 
had been stored, he said, in the garret of his 
house, and had been sold by the servantsas 
waste paper. This story he stuck to, reso- 
ljutely, although he admitted that he did not 
expect anyone to believe it. 


CHARGED WITH LARCERY. 

He was questioned in relation to the sum 

($16,000) which he had received from the city 
in payment of a tract of land belonging to 
the estate on Ward's Island, and admitted 
that he had sold it to protect some property 
he owned in Ulif street, on which there was 
a heavy incumbrance, He finally transferred 
this property tothe heirs, but this was all 
satisfaction that they were able 
to obtain. An indictment was found 
against Yan. Sinderen . on’ May. 
1891, charging him with, the larceny 
of $63,710.38. Of this he seems In 
some way to have. got wind, for before his 
arrest could be effected he abandoned his 
handsome residence on Columbia Heights, 
Brooklyn, where he had lived in style for 
many years, and fled from the State. 

Now comes the queerest feature of the 
story. Van Sinderen was an old man, broken 
in health and penniless, and no serious ef- 
lorts were made to effect his capture. It was 
with a feeling almost of relief that the 
swindled heirs read in a New York paper 
of Sept. 14. 1892, that Adrian 
Van Sinderen had dted two days 
before inthe town of New Lots, L. I. The 
death notice contained a brief account of the 
history of the transactions which led to 
Van Sinderen’s downfall. Some time elapsed 
before it was learned that the Adrian Van 
Sinderen who died in New Lots was uot the 
missing trustee, and that his friends had 
taken advantage of the identity of the names 
to conv ey the impression that the defaulter 
was dea When this was known the pur- 
suit was renewed with fresh vigor and it was 
learned that the fugutive had deen seen in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia and ‘that he had 
returned to this city and embarkedona Eu- 
ropean steamer. 

DISCOVERED IN BERLIN. 

Then all trace of him was lost until a few 
days ago, when it was learned that he was 
living in seclusion in Berlin. As under the 
treaty with Germany larceny is not recog- 
nized as a cause for extraditio#, it is doubt - 
ful whether Van Sinderen can be brought 


back to this country, except by the courtesy 
of the German Government. 

It was said yesterday that Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Lindsay, who started at 1 
o’clock p. m. for Columbus, O., to make an 
argument in favor of the extradition of Mary 
Fulton, charged with kidnapping Leslie 
Kune, would stop in Washington to confer 
with the Secretary of Stateand.the German 
Minister onthe question of securing the 
extradition of Van Sinderen. 


AN UNMOLESTED EMBEZZLER,. 
Wasninoton, DU. O., Nov. 1i.—Adrian Van 
Sandern, who was indicted for embezziement 
from the Lawrence estate ju 1891, and who 
was supposed to be dead until he turned up 
alive in Germany, will probably be permitted

OTHER FRIENDS OF THE REVOLUTION- 
I8TS ARE MORE SANGUINE. 


In Argument It Is Asserted Spain 41 
ready Has All She Can Well Take 
Care of in the Morocece Troubles— 
She Will Be Able to Lend Very Little 
Aid to the Cuban Government—Some 
Bite of History. 


New Tonk, Nov. 11.—Leaders of the Cuban 
revolutionary party in this city say they 
have private advices from that country 
which state that the rebellion against the 
Government is well under way, While many 
think the business was premature, and for 
that reason will end disastrously, more eu- 
thusiastic Cubans predict success. 

It is pointed out that Spain already has all 
she can take care of with the Morocco affair, 
and therefore will not beable to give aid to 
the island. This, isit thought, will not only 
make dissatisfied Cubans more confident of 
success and consequently more determined, 
but will create lack of confidence among the 
Governmeut forces. 

NO RESPONSE TO MESSAGES. 

Mr. Trujillo, editor of Zi Porvenir and New 
York correspondent of La Lucha, a Havana 
paper, this morning cabled the editor of the 
latter paper asking information concerning 
the difficulties. The message was sent early 
this morning, and had not been answered up 
toa late hourto-day. Ordinary cablegrams 
are answered directly. This is taken to indi- 
cate that the trouble is already so serious 
that steps have been taken to prevent cor- 
rect news from reaching the outside world. 

The leader of the revolutionary party in 
America, and its most trusted adviser in 
Cuba, is Mr. Jose Marti, editor of La Patrice. 
To a reporter to-day Mr. Marti dictated the 
following: 

There is undoubtedly in Cuba a revolu- 
tionary movement worthy of consideration. 
The Government has kept a close watch over 
allcommanication from the island, and by 
this it is revealing the true 
gravity of the state of affairs. 
The news already published that came from 
Key West, although quite true us regards 
the unanimous feeling of Cubans (and they 
are most enthusiastic at the present mo- 
ment), appears to be exaggerated and 
somewhat confused. There also seems 
to be unwarranted misuse of 
public names in rumors which have reachea 
the press. The emigrated Cubans, anxious 
only to help their country to the establish- 
ment of a working and lasting Republic, 
Know what to do in the present moment, 
either in case of prosperity or otherwise,and 
willdo their duty in such a way as to please 
alltrue men of America. It appears that 
the movement is growing in the part Catlel 
Las Villas and that two provinces have here- 
tofore taken part in it. 

PROVINCE OF LAS VILLAS. 

The Province of Las Villas, to which Mr. 
Marti refers, comprises eleven towns in the 
interior. Gen. Carrillo, the leader of the 
rebellion, is said to have succeeded in cre- 
ating a general uprising inthis territory. 
The last advices received in New York by 
Cuban leaders were to the effect that Carrillo 
had 500 men at his command. How many 
more have joined him can only be surmised, 
It is not believed that the difficulty has 
yet extended beyond the central portions of 
the islands. 

At the Spanish Consul-General’s office tn 
this city it was stated that no word has yet 
been received of any trouble in Cuba. An 
attache said he thought the difficulty, it there 
had been any, has been exaggerated for the 
purpose of getting ald from sympathizers in 
America. 

DON JOSE MARTTI. 

Don Jose Marti is a Cuban by birth and has 
held several diplomatic positions on the 
island. He is one of the leading promoters 
of the organization of Cuban patriots in New 
York known as Los Indipendientes, From 
Senor Martithe correspondent got the fol- 
lowing information concerning the organiza- 
tion and its purpose: 5 

Nearly 2,000 members are enrolled upo 
its records of membership, and every one of 
them is pledged to shoulder arms and march 
to the assistance of the reuolutionists when - 


ever the leaders of the revolutionary party 
in Cuba shall decide the time is ripe for them 
to again Geciare war against their Spanish 
rulers. ‘fhe society contains alike the 
—— and the poor members of the Cuban 
colony. 

15 Indipendientes’’ was organized in 
1885. Its officers consist of a president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer. It has 
no regular place or time of meeting. The 
president is Juan Fraga, a young, wealthy, 
popular and influential member of the Cuban 
colony. Benjamin J. Guerra, the vice-presi- 
dent, is another of the best Known members 
of the Cuban colony. Ernesto M. Aquino is 
the organization’s treasurer. 

Others whoare active in forwarding the 
affairs of this organization and working for 
the independence of Cuba are Gen Lueralta, 
who is associated in business with Ponce de 
Leon, and who represented Uruguay in the 
late Pan- American Congress; Enrique Trujti- 
lo, the editor of the newspaper Ei Porvenir; 
Gen. Francisco Carillo of Brooklyn, Dr. 
Emlio Nunez of Philadelphia and Dr. J. u. 
Parraga of City Hall place, one ofthe lead- 
ing Caban physicians of this city. 

Nea ali these men saw active service 
during the revolution of Yara. Despite the 
sufferings and hardships they endared dur- 
ing the period they are allready to again go 
to the front and battle for independence. 

Ever since the incipiency of the society it 
has devoted itself to the Collection of a fund 
to be devoted to the battle for freedom, ana 
its leading members now assert that there is 
sufficient money on hand to arm, equip and 
transport a considerable force to tue scene 
where the battles must be fought.The officers 
of the society are in constant communication 
with the leaders of the revolutionary party 
inthe island, and willbe thoroughly in- 
formed when the Cubans there are ready to 
take up arms and again declare themselves 
free and independent ofthe government of 
Spain. 

THE LOPEZ INVASIO¥. 

Following is a condensed account of the 
attempt of Marcisso Lopez to achieve Cuban 
independence many years ago: 

During the month of October, 18351, a party 
of about 460 men, led by Narcisso J] oper, 
emberked on the steamer Pampero at New 
Orieans and set out for Cuba. on touching

However, Lopez was attacked on the 18th, 
a severe action followed, and though the 
Spaniards were repulsed, his loss was con- 
siderable. Col. Pragray, a Hungarian, per- 
celving that all hopes of aid from the in- 
habitants were groundless and that it would 
be impossible to maintain himself against 
the Spanish, concealed himself in the moun- 
tains; but on the 24th, at Martitorena, while 
the remaining body of invaders was at 
breakfast, it was surprised by an over: 
wheiming force of Spaniards and completely 
scattered, from which time on they seem to 
have been zealously bhunted by the inhabi- 
tants of all classes and by every means, On 
the 29th Lopez, with only six followers, was 
captured at Pinos de Rangel, conveyed to 
Havana and executed at o’clock in the 
morning on sept. 1, thus ending the second 
invasion ot Cuba. 

THE TEN YEARS’ REVOLT. 

The next uprising of importance for the 
liberation of Cuba from Spanish rule was 
that known as the Yara movement. It be- 
gan in 1868 and ended in 1878. 

Ten long years of fighting passed before 
Spain succeeded in crushing the spirit of the 
revolutionists who survived the battles of 
the war and forcing the leaders to acknowl- 


edge that the revolution was defeated. Even 
then, although forced to lay down their arms 
and surrender tothe conquering armies of 
Opain, the revolutionary leaders would not 
admit that Spain had beaten them. 

When the Yara revolutionary movement 
was begun in 1868 the Cuban Junta in New 
Tork had raised more than $2,000,000 in the 
United States. What inaucements were held 
out to the many from whom money was ob- 
tained will perhaps never be known, but 
with it the Junta, with its headquarters con- 
stantly in the city of New York, organized 
expeditions for the transportation of troops, 
arms, artillery and ammunition to the 
revolutionary armies in Cuba and sent them 
out from the harbor of New York without 
— from the United States author- 

es. 

The present Governor-General of Cuba is 
Rodriguez Avias, a portly, genial person, a 
good liver, anda man disinclined to exert 
uimselt or to acquire animosity among his 
subordinates, as also to give up his easy 
mode of making his living. As a consequence 
of his continued inaction, with which all 
other officials seem to have been contamli- 
nated, affairs are in a ‘*go-as-you-pilease’’ 
condition. The country is again overrun 
with eviidoers—bandits who exact and ob- 
tain money from planters and others, who, 
not finding protection for theirlives and in- 
terests from their Government, are obliged 
to pay tribute tc thieves and murderers,

It would be too 
hazardous to leave in their native 
land an army of nearly a quarter of 
a million of men whose loyalty is 
more than 2 Accordingly the an- 
nual drafts of ,000 recruits are marched to 
the eastern confines of European Russia, and 
there are dispersed in camps over an area 
reaching from Novgorod to the Amou Darya, 
and then are isolated among strangers. Few 
regiments are allowed to receive more than 6 
per cent of Poles. 

The regimental classification of the adopted 
recruit depends chiefly on his stature. If he 
be tall and well made, witha good presence, 
he is at once drafted into the Guards, and his 
life is comparatively happy. The undersized 
are sent into the line regiments, and their 
term of service is a period of gloomy toll. 
Once the classification is made the eastern 
journey begins. Ona gray winter’s morning 
the recruits assembie in the barrack yard, 
and at the word of command fall into line. 
Then, by the light of a lantern, the roll-ca ll 
is read over, and then— 

„March!“ 

At the railway station a great crowd of the 
relatives, chiefly females, of the departing 
conscripts is assembled, and as the gray 
mass o n files into the station the 
air is Milled with shrill Jamentations. Before 
tne final departure the recruits onee more 
fall into line and are inspected by a generat 
officer and his staf™. Then comes the order 
to enter the train and soon all are seated and 
the engine moves forward. 

The periods of service vary according to 
the region to which the conscripts are 
drafted. in European Russia the term is five 
years in the active army, with an aggregate 
of twelve months furlough, thirteen years in 
the reserve, and five years in the ‘‘Zapas’’ 
or second reserve. In the Asiatic possessions 
of the Czar it is reauced to seven years in the 
active army and six years in the reserve, 
while in the Caucasus it is three years in the 
active army and fifteen years in the reserve. 
If the Minister of War thinks fit, another six 
months may be ! Last year 
over 800, men were inscribed on the 
recruiting-lists as lable to serve, but 
this enormous number was susceptible 
to enormous reductions. In the first place 
about 23,000 did not appear; then over 160,000 
failed to satisfy the medical commissioners 
of their fitmess for service; and in the third 
place, about 190,000 were deciared to be 
the sole support of their families and were, 
consequently imecribed in the second reserve. 
The work of recruiting involves the mainte- 
nance of a very large and elaborate system. 
The whole of Europeun Russia and the Cau. 
casus is divided for this purpose into twenty- 
four brigade districts, and these comprise 558 
local administrations, Even then it is com- 
plained that the service is shorthanded.

It is not a costly spread, and terrapin stew 
and canvas back duck are never on the bill 
of fare, but it is wholesome and nicely 
served. . 

A SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcou reporter learned 
that such a lancheon had been estabiished at 
the Woman's Exchange for the beneft of 
working girls who cannot affora to pay 
more fora midday meal, and who, it they 
could, have no place to go where they may 
eat a modest meal without disagreeable con- 
tact with more fortunate women, who may 
be eating a costly luncheon and perhaps 
glancing with unwelcomed and unnecessary 
pity at the working girl’s simple repast. 

The SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH reporter con- 
cluded to eat a 5-cent luncheon and find out 
just how well a poor girl could live on such a 
modest allowance, so just after 12 o’cloce 
one day she went to the Exchange, on 
Locust, between Sixth and Seventh, ana 
joined the girls who were on their way to the 
lunch- room. 

She entered the down-stairs store, where 
are displayed the beautiful and artistic 
specimens of handiwork for home adorn- 
ment and the delicious and dainty articles of 
home-cookery made for sale by the 810 con- 
signors who regularly supply the Exchange. 
Witha glance at these, the writer cast a 
watchful eye upon the direction taken by the 
other girls, but was obliged to stopto buy a 
commutation ticket according to the positive 
rule. 

Are you employed down - town?’’ inquired 
the lady in charge with a rather piereing and 
uncertain glance atthe seeker for lunch and 


information. The writer replied in the af- 
firmative. 


**Very well, then. Otherwise we could not 


admit you, as the working girls“ lunch-room 
is accessible only to employes and our rules 
are strict. Will you have the 25-cent commu- 
tation ticket, which entitles you to five 
lunches, with a choice of soup, tea, coffee or 
milk, with two slices of bread and butter, or 
would you rather take the twenty-six tickets 
for gi ot which you may have thirteen for 50 
centsand seven for a quarterof a dollar. 
With these you can bring your own lunch 
and select tea, coffee or milk to drink 
with it. They will cost you about 8% cents in 
that way.’’ 

The consciousness of an absence of a lunch 
basket, or even a package of sandwiches 
and fruit, together with a desire to test the 
home cooking referred to, overcame motives 
of economy, and the 6-cent lunch was de- 
cidedupon. In return for thé proffered 28 
cent plece the young lady cashier gave a 
little pink cardboard ticket about four 
inches long, which bore upon its surface the 
words Lunch Ticket,“ and beneath them 
„„, while stHl farther down were five 
littie numerals waiting to be ‘‘punched.’’ 
From the casbier’s counter, the way pointed 
out led up three steps into and through the 
**Noonday Rest.“ The lunch-room proper 
proved to be, as to quarters, as yet some- 
what embryonic, and was a passage-like 
space possibly not more than 8216 feet in 
dimensions, with plain pine walls and a 
table which allowed only sufficient space for 
the fourteen wooden chairs ranged about it, 
and for entrance and exit. But the table was 
covered with a clean white cloth, and every- 
thing else was as neat as possible. When 
seated at the table it was possible to see that 
the chinain use, though inexpensive, was 
not coarse or broken. At each place there 
was a nicely laundered linen napkin, a 
silver-plated fork, table and teaspoon and a 
knife with a metal handie. To this was 
added as each girl took her seat, a tumbler of 
filtered ice-water, by the bright and pretty 
little waitress in attendance, whom the girls 
called Annie.“ A penciled card was by 
my plate, which read thus:

Canned aches, 
Canned pears, 
Canned apricots, 
Apple sauce, 
Prune pudding, 
Lemon pie. 

**Give me a plate of gumbo soup, a cup of 
tea and some lemon pie, I said to Annie. 

„Jour ticket will be punched once each for 
soup and tea, but desserts are 6 cents ex- 
tra, said Annie, in Kindly warning, but 
went tothe window communicating with the 
kitchen and was back almost immediately 
with the articles requested. 

The gumbo soup Was served in a — 2 
plate of brown and white china, scrupulous 
clean, and was genuinely good soup, whic 
would have made many a good housekeeper 

ale withenvy. There was no sham about 
t. Strong, rich meat essence and gumbo 
aud other vegetables made up its composi. 
tion, and everyone seemed toenjoyit. As to 
the tea, that was also carefully made and 
hot, it was brought without milk or sugar, 
the former being distributed about the table 
in little pitchers of — or white iron- 
stone china, the atter contained in 
two large bowls at either end. no- 
ticed that there was more soup ordered 
than anything else, and that tea was the 
next favorite. No one, while I was there, 
taking milk, which would probably be more 
appreciated in a warmer season, With my 
soup I was given two slices of very nice 
home-made bread and two additional ones 
came with them to complete the tea order; 
an ample supply of good butter was also 
served upon an individual butter plate, and 
the generous slice of lemon pie was delicious. 
It was well made and baked, with light and 
flaky crust, with a real ‘‘lemony’’ taste, and 
beaten egg on top and served upon a pie 
plate with a fork and not a dinner-plate 
with a knife, as 1 understand has been done 
in restaurants of much higher price. Indeed, 
the table manners of all present were ex 
ceptionably good, with perhaps one slight 
exception. 

‘‘Whose bread is that?’’ said a rather 
elderly woman next to me, who having 
passed the age of pink cheeks and jaunty 
hats, probably cared less for conventionality 
than ceremony, and cast an envious eye 
upon the two slices of bread which still re- 
mained beside my place when I had com- 
menced to ent my pie. She very gladly ac- 
cepted it, thanking me politely the while. 
Perhaps there were little ones at home who 
would be better off by the transaction and 
the needed nickel saved. 

While taking dessert I observed the orders 
of the others, who nearly all partook dessert, 
paying the 5 cents extra. The girl across the 
table was eating apple sauce quite appetiz- 
ing in appearance, while the woman 
of the sad slices had ordered 
prune pudding, a pudding by the way 
strangely enough made without pastry, and 
actually only well-stewed prunes, imbedded 
inathick creamy sauce, The e¢anned fruit 
had also ite share of attention. But it was 
noticeable that many of the lunchers select- 
ed those articles most difficult to cook and 
not easy to buy ready mes. re was a 
buzz of conversation all during the meal 
and those gathered about the table seemed 
in many cases to be well acquainted, and, at 
ali events, disposed to chat pleasantly with

A WOMAN SANITARY INSPECTOR. 


A New Field of Labor Opened to Women 
in England.

When the vestry of 8t. Mary Abbott’s at 
Kensington, England, advertised for two 
lady sanitary inspectors not long since, the 
successful candidates who applied were ap- 
pointed for an experimental period of six 
months. The lucky ones were Miss Lucy 
Deane and Miss Rose Squire, who are acting 
as pioneers in this great field of labor just 
opened to women.

The two ladies were trained by the National 
Health Society. The list of duties drawn up 
by the vestry are as follows: 

All factories and workshops where women 
are employed must be periodically examined 
with regard to overcrowding, lighting, venti- 
lation, sanitary condition, etc., and these 
weekly registers are submitted to the Sani- 
tary Comaittes. These factories and work- 
shops in Kensington _in¢iace makers’ 
and midiliners’ establishments, laundries, 
etc., besides the regular factories, Besides 
het fArdvuous duties iss Deane lectures 
weekly on health and hygiene toa class of 
women. 


BIG WEEK FOR SALVATIONISTS. 


Columbian Congress of the Army to Be 
Opened on Tuesday. 


New York, Nov. i11.—Enthusiastic Maj. 

Perry, who is one of Commander Booth’s 
right-hand men, walked back and forth in 
his private office at the Army Headquarters 
on Reade street to-day, and declared that the 
Columbian Congress of the Salvationists, to 
be held in New York this week, will be the 
largest gathering of its kind in America, 
This congress will consist of the usual pro- 
gramme of singing, shouting, parading, 
speaking, rejoicing and music, rendered by a 
brass band and a multitude of tambourines, 
that marks Salvationist gatherings always. 

It is caiculated that the attendance of Sal- 
vationists at the evening meetings, which 


will be open to the public, will reach 4,000 or 
5,000. The morning and afternoon meetings 
will be forthe thousand officers who come 
from all parts of the country. The affairs of 
the army wiilthen be taken up and methods 
of making new converts discussed. After all 
there ls a good deal of method in what some 
people call the madness of the Salvation 
Army. 

It is understood that among the matters 
which will be discussed is the project ofa 
farm colony such as that which Gen, Booth 
conducts in Engiand. The English farm has 
found itself greatly embarrassed in carryin 
on its workin a proper manner because o 
lack of funds. There is no danger of this draw- 
back in case of an American farm, as al- 
ready five millionaires huve each offered 
plots of land in New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut, and numerous philanthropists 
have signified their willingness to support 
sucha venture. It is sald that Commander 
Booth, who differs from his father in some 
matters of opinion, has some doubts about 
the advisability of accepting the generous 
proposals because of his feeling that the 
army isforthe poor, and will do its work 
best when alone supported by the poor. He 
is a pronounced believer in the doctrine that 
„the poor is the poor’s best friend.“ 

Commander Railton, who is in charge of 
the forces in Germany,has crossed the water 
to give the Congress the advantage of his en- 
thusiasm. Commander Railton was the 
pioneer Salvationist in America. He came 
over here with half a dosen soldiers fifteen 
yearsago. Now he has returned to see in 
this convention, which represents 15,000 men 
and women who wear the uniform of the 
eomy inthe United States, the fruits of his 

abors. 

There are twelve Majors in the country. 
Col. Evans, the one Colonel, has recently left 
the ranks of the army. He was the con- 
fidant and assistant of Commander 
There is some 
resignation. Officers about the headquarters 
shake their heads and say ne was an excel- 
lent official, but still they infer that he had 
survived his usefulness. it is probabie that 
one of the M will be promoted to the 
vacancy by Gen. William Booth at the com- 
ing Congress.

So reads the definition of the word Paradox, 
a thing which has been frequently constructed 


and frequently turned from the paradoxical 
into the most common-place, self-evident 
fact. The paradox is the construction main- 
ly of theoretical minds, which fail to carry 
out in practice what they evolve in theory.

It is al- 
leged that Charles I. confronted his courtiers 
with the proposition that H a fsh-globe 
were filled with water tothe very top a fish 
mightbe put in and the water would not 
overfiow, and the be and water would 
weigh no more with the fish in it than it did 
without the fsh.

THE HUNTER ANDTHE SQUIRREL. 

A very pretty paradox is the one whieh 
grows out of the adventures ofa hunter, He 
was hunting squirrel and got one 
up a tree. The squirrel imme- 
Clately got around on the yon side 


of the hickory and the hunter began to make 
a circuit. As he wound around ina large 
circle the squirrel hunched around a little at 
a time, keeping the tree between himselfand 
the hunter. Finally the hunter got back to 
his starting place without getting a shot at 
the squirrel. The proposition is, did the man 
walk around the squirrel or did he 
not. There is another proposi- 
tion, which upon its face appears 
to De very easy of solution, but which, after 
careful study, does not pan out so well. The 
story was first toid upon a gentleman named 
Achilles, who was rather prominent in early 
political times and who hada reputation as 
an all- round athlete. He could run and run 
fast at that. One day he started to catch a 
tortoise, who was as slow in those days as he 
Achilles was some distance 
tortoise and set out 
to capture it, Achilles went twice as fast as 
the slow old tortoise, and gained constantly, 
but he never caught it. No matter what 
progress Achilles made the tortoise went 
ahead just half as far. By this time the dis- 
tance tween the two had they lived to 
this day would have been infinitesimal, but 
yet if Achilles and the tortoise ran with the 
proper mathematical precision there would 
still be an interval between the two. 


DROPPING A STONE. 

Another proposition which provoked a 
great deal of argument and upon which 
much paper was wasted and the laws of 
gravity and impetus sadly mangled was the 
one about the result of dropping a leaden 
stone from the tep of the mast of a rapidly 
moving vessel.

still. 

Another impetus-gravity problem which 
has not yet been solved is now 
vexing the theorists and cannot well be car- 
ried to the point of experiment. The propo- 
sition is this: A train is traveling at the 
rate of sixty miles an hour, and on the rear 
platform is a cannon pointing directly away 
trom the direction of the train. This cannon 
fires a ball at the rate of sixty miles an hour, 
If the train is going at a specified speed and 
the ball is fired in the opposite direction, 
what will become of it? Will the 
speed of the train and the speed 
of the ball compensate and the ball drop to 
the ground asif dropped from a solid sta- 
tionary platform, or what will become of it? 
This paradox has only been theoretically 
demonstrated. 

SWALLOWING ITSELF. 

The boa constrictor was once in such a 
position that even his magnificent fasting 
capacities were exhausted and it became ab- 
solutely mecessary for him to procure 
something to eat. This particular 
constrictor was quite a large fellow 
with a correspondingly extensive appetite. 


He could get nothing to eat and became very 
feebie and weak. Finally he resorted to can- 
nibalism and began toiswallow: the end of his 
tall, which was lying handy. and he was too 
dull and hungry to realize what he was 
doing. He proceeded to swallow with his 
usual abondon when the historian left him 
and now the question is when did he stop 
swallowing his tail,and if he didn’t stop what 
eventually became of the unfortunate creat- 
ure? There is another historical legend con- 
cerning one Milo, a gentleman, of some mus- 
cular development and considerable 
shrewdness. He had proposed to lift an ox, 
but he did not go at a grown ox and strain 
himself until he broke a tendon. He got a 
young Maverick and tamed it nicely and 
began lifting the calf. Every day he 
would go out into the barnyard 
and do his chores and then take a lift or two 
atthecalf. dhe calf grew apace, but Milo 
kept on lifting, and when it was an Ox, 80 
gradual had bein the growth, that Milo 
found but little difficulty in Utting the huge 
beast. 

Everybody knows how the wheels of a rail- 
road car are fastened on to the axle.

The eighth annual numberof Poor's Di- 
rectory of Railway Officials has just been 
issued. The scope of the work has been 
noticably enlarged by the introduction of 
several new features, notable among which 
is the index to railways and afMiiliated Indus- 
tries. 

Much important data respecting street 
railways is given in tabular form. The 
length of these lines equals 10,769.82 miles, 
an increase of 1,107.76 miles over the precea- 
ing year. The increase is distributed as fol- 
lows: New England States, 101.70 miles; 
Middle Atlantic States, 144.35; Centrai North. 
ern States, 290.82; South Atlantic States, 
69.41; Gulf and Mississippi Valley States, 
48.80; Southwestern States, 160.80; North- 
western States, 83.22, and Pacific States, 
208.66 miles.

The Nov Government report on cotton 
came tothe trade in the shape of a conun- 
drum. The only effect that it had was on 
account ofits uncertainty. Prices were run 
up 15 to 20 points soon after it was made 
public, but this advance was lost yesterday 
when the report was thoroughly sifted down, 
and the close yesterday in New York was 20 
to 25 points lower than Saturday a week ago. 
Very little faith was put inthe report, as 
was also the case on the previous one made 
a month ago. It says that the returns do not 
indicate a high rate of yield, but point rather 
toa diminished harvest as compared with 
that of 1892, which was less than any in the 
last decade. This would indicate even a 
smaller crop than last year, while conserva- 
tive estimates make the crop at least 1 ,000,- 
000 bales more. On the other hand it is said 
that the weather throughout the entire cot- 
ton beit has generally been favorable to 
picking, that a large part of the crop has 
been successfully secured and a considerable 
portion marketed, and that severe frost has 
not deen general. The receipts again ex- 
ceeded expectations and indications are for 
a large interior movement next week. The 
Liverpool market has also been disappoint- 
ing all week. Local cotton factors reporta 
good trade, the sales of 7,100 bales repre- 
senting the actual business done. Domestic 
spinners were in the market, as they are now 
short of stock, having used up about all the 
cotton bought some monthsago. There was 
alsoanexport demand for good staple cot- 
ton. The net receipts at this polst since 
Sept 1 were 44,849 bales, as compared with 
25,476 the corresponding time last vear. Ife 
local stocks are gradually increasing and are 
now 25,954 Dales, 2,272 bales larger than a 
week ago.

The hay market showed considerable firm- 
ness the past week, particularly noticeable 
in the best grades. eceipts increased con- 
siderably—6,280 tons against 38,290 tons the 
week before, and likethe week before ship- 
ments increased—7s8y tons against 687 tons. 
The steady increase in shipments, together 
with an active daily local demand, went a 
long way towards cleaning upthe surplus 
holdings. With the large surplus steadily 
disappearing, confidence in a steady market 
was displayed by the local dealers, who 
bought freely and stooda small advance on 
the top grades without curtailing their pur- 
chases toany extent. The medium grades 
were carried along inthe swim, and while 
they did not show quite as much strenzth as 
the extreme top grades, they developed con- 
siderable strength. The movement in low 
grades was only fair, but peices were gen- 
erally satisfactory. Several cars of alfalfa 
were received and found ready sale. There 
was a wide rangein the quality of the arriv- 
als and necessarily in price. Some little 
straw was received, but as the demand was 
limited there was slow sale for it at $4 East 
and $4.50 this side.

Butter ts reasonably plentiful at the present 
time, although in Sept it was decidedly 
scarce, and a general impression existed 
that it would continue scarce, and conse- 
quently high priced through the winter 
months, owingto a combination of circum- 
stances, such as a heavy grass aud feed sum- 
mer, with the forage now promising for late 
pasturing, causing a saving of feed for the 
late winter months, cowsin fine condition 
and producing well for this season. The 

lacing of ‘‘oleo’’ for butter, such as has 
een done out West recently and so bare- 
facedly thateven the government officers 
could not fail to observe it, with the result 
that thousands of pounds of the stuff was 
seized by Uncle Sam, notwithstanding all the 
precautions and heavy penalties imposed by 
the government, those goods were shipped 
from Eastern factories without the requisite 
stamps, or in fact marks of any kind that 
would indicate its true nature. The papers 
published it as a butter swindle, 
wulle it Is purely an  oleo swindle. 
As Very recently published, Uncle Sam also 
unearthed another oleo swindle in the 
Armour oleo concern, which it seems has 
been closed with immense quantities on 
hand, until adjustment is had. 

Was this ponderous stock butter the de- 
terioration in value by holding would be 
serious to the owner, but the oleo, being as 
it were embalmedinits course of prepara- 
tion, keeps almost indefinitely. The more 
farmers change from summer to winter 
dairying the better and the less use for 
Oleomargarine.

He never asked to see 
either my plans or specifications, and I did 
not show them to him. «I put up the 
bullding according tothe plans except that 
as@ precaution against fire. I butit a Brick 
wall on one side, whereas the spec 
called for wood. As the building now stands 
a portion of one of the walls is of wood, the 
other three are brick entirely. 

**Sometime in September after the bulld- 
ing was completed I received a summons to 
appear in the First District Police Court to 
answer a Charge of erecting a building with- 
outa permit. [showed my permit and was 
discharged. Now they come at me again 
with another summons charging me with 
violating sees, 754-758, or building a frame 
building inside the fire limits and without 
the consent of property owners in the block. 
The case was called in the police court yes- 
terday and was continued until Dec. 8. 

While I was building Inspector John 
Waters was around every day. I showed 
him the plans ana specifications and he saw 
every foot of the building put up, yet he 
never made any complaint. Iam a stranger 
here and knew nothing of the ordinances. I 
think if Iwas doing wrong I ought to have 
been warned by the Inspector or some one 
before they waited until I had put every dol- 
lar I had in the world into the building, and 
then want me to tear it down. It looks to 
me like an attempt to play me for a ‘sucker,’ 
and if this is a ‘shake-down’ game I want to 
know it.’’ | 

Mr. Lundberg hung around the Mayor’s 
office for some time and then left, vowing to 
return on Monday and register that kick, 
if it was the last act of his lite.

A Long Period of Adversity Has Gradu- 
ated Operators in the School of Pessi- 
mism—They Look for a Still Lower 
Range of Frices—What the Bank State- 
ment Shows. 


.New Tonk, Nov. 11.—In place of the usual 
Hfeless speculationin which Wall street has 
become accustomed on Saturday, there was 
interestenough in to-day’s stock market. 
The chief features were General Electric and 
New England. The former lost 8% 
points on the day, while New England con- 
tinued its downward course, closing at the 
bottom price of 26%, a loss Of 2% points from 
last night’s closing. There were no new de- 
velopments in General Electric, but the hola- 
ers of New England became pdanic-stricken 
at the evident intention of its neighbors to 
bottle up that ambitious property, and the 
stock declined steadily, losing even the frac- 
tional rally it scored during the morning. 
Now that New England has been recognized 
as a belligerent, it would seem to be en- 
titled to more notice than it has here. 
tofore received. It is hardly possible 
that a mere stock jobbing scheme would 
be taken so seriously by the New England 
competing lines. And while the speculative 
incident tn the stock appears to have been 
concluded, there are apparently likely times 
ahead in the Eastern railway situation. The 
general market was steady during the 
greater part ofthe day. Granger stocks re- 
flecting the improved condition of the corn 
crop as set forth in the Government report, 
but in the final dealings a sharp decline set 
in, during which most of the improvement 
was lost. NGable declines were scored in 
Cotton Oil and Sugar. The losses in the rest 
of the list were fractional and Reading was 
the exception in closing above last night. 

The second week of the reaction from the 
high level of prices following the repeal of 
the silver law leaves prices as low as they 
were two months ago, When the outlook for 
repeal was Gark and hopeless. In effect, 
therefore, the stock market has received no 
benefit whatever from the repeal, although 
for a year almost every ill that Wall street 
and thecountry was suffering from was put 
down exclusively to the. operations of the 
Sherman law. A long course of adversity 
has so wedded the street to pessimism that 
being off with its old affliction it has quickly 
espoused a new one. Now it 1s the tariff. 
Unless new liquidation can be brought about 
there will de a day of reckoning forthcoming 
for the short interest. It is an easy matter 
in the present stock market to depress 
values, but when outstanding con- 
tracts come to be closed up it will 
probably turn out just as easy to edvance 
them, and every short sale implies an order 
to buy back later on the exact amount sold. 
No bull market, of course, was ever built on 
the pursuit of the short interest. If nothing 
more than a move of one set of professionals 
against another puts prices up, the advance 
is founded on a poor foundation. Nor isa 
large short interest au undesirable diement 
in the speculative situation. So long as 
prices sag away as at present it is a moral 
certainty that a force is being created in the. 
market which will sooner or later assert it- 
self, and in speculation, as in all other things, 
action and reaction are equal and in opposite 
Girections.. . . hs pgs 
The sentiment of the street at present is 
almost uniformly in favor of lower pricas. 
The speculation toward this end is most pro- 
nounced inthe granger stocks, and is based 
onthe short crops and consequent lighter 
traffic both ways and on the reactionary 
effect on travel of the World's Fair. The 
earnings of the roads as reported certainly 
bear out the idea that earnings are and will 
probably continue poor. That is one of the 
reasons why the prices of granger stocks are 
at their present figures. With general busi- 
ness in its. present condition itis also most 
likely that both the grain carrying and other 
roads must feel the effects of the depression. 
Recent completed reports of railway opera- 
tions lead to th idea, however, 
that by reason the economies 
introduced in the management of 
many properties the net results for 
the year will be far less distressing than 
would appear from the gross returns. Wages 
and salaries have been greatly reduced, and 
the reductions have been accepted in good 
spirit by the employes. Besides, most rail- 
roads have behind them a fairly prosperous 
series of years, andasthe stockholders have 
notin many cases received the benefits of 
this prosperity, it is safe to presume that tne 
roads have been put into physical condition 
to be operated on the most reduced scale of 
expenditure consistent with safety. It 
would be idle to ignore the fact that some 
companies are in no condition to stand the 
strain of the next six months. The prices of 
their securities show the estimation in which 
they are held, and those properties concern 
ing which the gravest apprehensions exist 
have already been placed by Wall street 
prophecy in the insolvent list a little before 
their time, 

The week’s stock market has been nar- 
rowand professional to a degree. While 
the traders areall bearish and have backed 
their opinions it cannot be said that they 
bave accomplished very much in lower 
values. Noris it apparent that they have 
induced any considerable outside selling. 
With thefexception of Wednesday, whena 
sharp rally ensued on the results ot the 
election and the oversold condition of the 
market, one day has been lke another. 
There is no profit of course in such a market 
for longs and it looks as if when the short in- 
terest begins to cover there will be little 
profit on that side either, The market for 
foreign exchange presents no important 
feature. The short interest of sterling put 
out some time ago has been covered and the 


from importers and offerings of a fair 
amount of cotton and a few grain bills. Tne 
best informed foreign houses say that there 
is no prospect of a radical change in these 
conditions in sight. 

Imports since July at this port alone have 
falien $56,000,000 and exports are much less 
than a yeer ago.

What Is Shown by the Bank Statement of

$7,897,100, whick is a gain much larger than 
had been anticipated, But it may be sug- 
gested at this time that the bank statement’s 
most hopefal future sign willbe a smaller 
weekly increase.

The Cotton Oil Co. began its year Sept. 1, 
1892,-with a cash surplus of over $2,000,000 as 
a working capital. This ease in money was 
of the greatest r to the company. 
The dependence of other companies on bapk 
borrowings for working capital was and isa 
cause of grave weakness. Even this sum 
was not large enough to save the company 
from ending the year with a smal) floatin 
debt. The changes in the general statemen 
from 1892to 1898 are Driefly set forth in the 
following table: Liabilities—increase in bills 
payable, $310,000; increase in commercial 
accounts, $207,700; decrease in cash on hand, 
$1,494,100; surplus of year, $512,600. Total, 
$2,524,000. Assets—Decrease in debentures 
$224,000; decrease in accrued interest, $/,500; 
increase in cost of property, $820,100; increase 
in uncollected debts, $507,200; increase in 
supplies on hand. $971,200. Total, $2,524,000. 

The changes in the assets state the ex- 

nditures or debts of the year, while the 
tems on the other side show where the 
money came from to offset those expenses or 
debts. The decrease in bonds represents the 
payment of so much funded debt. The sum 
of $820,000 was spent for improvement in the 
Millis, $507, 200 represents the increase in com- 
mercial debts due the cpmpany, while the 
fallffg off in trade is shown by the increase 
in marketable products unsold. Fortunately 
the cash on hand was enough to balance the 
most of these items, The company requir- 
ing ready money in the fall and winter to 
buy seed, the manufactured products are 
not being turned into Cash until later in the 
year. It is fair to suppose, however, that its 
requirements will be less the present year 
than last, while the loanable funds are 
plenty. Ihe gross sales were the largest for 
three years, witha very small proportion of 
bad debts. A significant business jeature of 
the report is that net earnings (gross receipts 
less actual working expenses) in 1892 were 11 
per cent of the total sales, while the present 
year the proportion was but 6% per cent. 

It was hardly to be supposed that a large 
corporation could keep on earning so large a 
percentage of profit as in 1892. No doubt the 
management of the company realized this 
truth long ago and doubtless expect to 
offset the inevitable decline in the ratio of 
profit by increased trade. Such is probably 
the explanation of the decision of the com- 
pany to put on a tank steamer and to estab- 
lish a large depot aud distributing plant at 
Rotterdam. Whilean increased volume of 
trade, with a corresponding reduction in the 
expenses per unit, is the tendency mere | 
railway and in all lines of business, an 
while the Cotton Oil Co. could not expect to 
escape the universal rule, yet the

Ohairman Adams 
argues forcibly that weekly or monthly earn- 
ings of such corporations could not be given 
without revealing the business secrets of the 
company, but the publication ofa ftullreport 
for three successive years disapproves com- 

letely the claim that the Sugar, Lead, 
Vhisky. and similar companies could 
not once a year make a Statement of their 
affairs and conditions. And since this can 
be done the public should insist that it be 
done.

Actton Finally Taken in the Pittsburg 
Lake Killing—The Prisoner an E-

Sheriff Jeff D. Langley yesterday arrested 
Peter J. C. Marion, a prominent farmer of 
the Bottoms, on charge of murder. The ar- 
rest was caused by Mrs. August Voudrie 
whose husband was killed while fishing in é 
boat on Pittsburg Lake, Oct, 17. She obtained 
a warrant in Justice Medart’s court on Fri - 
day and the Sheriff served it yesterday morn- 
ing. Marion is a well-known farmer and ex- 
school teacher, is: about 7. years 
old, and lives on a small 
farm at the foot of the 
Bluffs on the shore of Pittsburg Lake. Vou- 
drie was ina boat on the lake at a point di- 
rectly opposite Marion’s house when he was 
killed, Two brothers, Jacques ana Theodore 
Guishard, who had been threatened by Mar- 
ion for trespassing,on a part of the lake he 
claimed to own, were in the boat with Voudrie 
when the latter was killed. They could not 
see who fired the shot, as it was dark at the 


time, but they suspected Marion. For some 


time after the killing there was no attempt 
to learn who was responsible, but 
this week an investigation was made 
and sufficient evidence was found 


to warrant the arrest of Marion, It is said | 


that Marion frequently declared he would 
shoot any one found trespassing on his prop- 
erty, and that he had fired upon hunters or 
fishermen before, either intending jo injure 
them or drive them away. About ten 
days ago a son Of W. P. Launtz of East St. 
Louls was fired upon while crossing Marion’s 
property and the stock of a gun he carried 
was broken by a rifle bullet. 


The hearing of the charge against Marion 
will take place next Thursday in Justice 
Medart’s court at Belleville. The accused 
emphatically denies that he killed Voudrie, 
but the sheriff and prosecuting attorney 
— to have evidence sufficient to convict 

m.

A CEMETERY OF THE HUNG 


Ornaments Buried W ith the Bodies, Which 
Have Been Recently Discovered. 
Further investigation has shown that the 
500 Huns’ graves, discovered by the dean and 
parish priest of Apar, near Czfko, in the 
County of Tolna, South Hungary, were evi- 
dently not those of men who had fallen on 
the battleflela, as was at first believed. They 
formed the regular burying- ground of à col- 
ony of Huns, asthe skeletons of women and 
children outnumber those of men. In many 


cases the remains of man and wife were 
found Inthe same grave side by side; but 
where children are buried with the mother 
they are placed across. her breast. The 
graves are very narrow and are seven to ten 
feet deep. They are arranged in reguiar 
rows, anathe remains, which are wit t 
coffins, lie on the back, the feet being turned 
1 the east and the heads towards the 
west. 

In seven graves, proba bly those of warrior 
chiefs, the remains of horses have n 
found buried with their owners, with their 
harness complete, and adorned with sliver 
or bronze work. On the skeletons of these 
chiefs a number of very skilfully made orna 
ments have been discovered, including for 
instance, belts of siiver and bronze. The 
weapons are knives, arrow heads, three- 
edged javelins, 2 points and axes. Sev- 
eral of these chiefs held in their left hands 
Roman coins belonging to the end of the 
fourth century. Among the food found in the 
graves there were a number of eggs, with 
shelis stillunDroken. Equally interesting ts 
the fact that in several graves a Roman 
stylus was found showing that the Huns of 
that period were more cultured than had 
hitherto been believed. One of these styli 
was artistically made of silver and richi 
ornamented. It was found in the hand o 
woman, with a wax tablet close by, ready to 
be written on. Nearly all the women have 
massive golden ear-rings, fibulae and arm- 
bands, besides knives, hand glasses and 
various ornaments of silver, amber, bronze 
and glass.

Report of Red Cross Relief Work on the 
Stricken Sea Islands. 


NEW YorK, Nov. 11.—George E. Pullman, 
General Field Secretary of the Red Cross 
society, has sent to Supt. Houghton of the 
Maritime Exchange the report made to Miss 
Clara Barton by Officer Macdonald, who is in 
charge of rellef work at Hilton Head and the 
other islands south and east of Broad River. 
It says: 


There are 136 eases of sickness at Hilton Head. 
The most prevalent are milaria and swamp fever. 
Our supply of drugs is about exhausted and more 
nourishing food Is needed. Tosupply the families 
with clothing we have organized a sewing circle of 
twelve women, who give their time mending the 
garments before we give them out. We need cloth- 
ing badly, especially underclothing and men’s 
shoes. As for the men, instead of being idle, as is 
generally supposed, I find them desirous of improv- 
ing their condition, and they have gene to work 
manfully on a work ef ditching which [have organ- 
ized, working for twe pecksof grits and two pounds 
ot bacon for a week’ssupply for their families, 
When heavy rains or a fi sweeps the land the 
water lies and becomes stagjant, causing fever and 
rotting the crops. 

This week I put eight min to “work en four sec- 
tions, each working toward Bread Creek. The re- 
sult oftheir work this wee is 19,140 feet of ditch, 
averaging 3 feet deep and % feet wide. If I had 
more Y goons axes and hoes, I could doudbie my 
force of men at once. Without proper 2 
barefooted and hungr . the hy ——— tue diteh an 
work splendidly. ‘iene obtain 
shoes for the workers ( a sizes).

He did not achieve any- 
thing brilliant until he got what is known 
in this country as a trust. Sir Cecil was one 
of the first men to form a trust, just as he 
was one ofthe first to reap the greatest 
profit from this form of modern aggrandize- 
ment. 
The Kimberley mines, which are now pro- 
dueing alli the diamonds of commerce, except 
those taken from two small mines in the 
Orange Free State, were controlled by rival 
companies, the Beers syndicate and 
others. Competition among them being 
very sharp, they forced the price of dia- 
monda down to a comparatively small 
figure. Mr. Rhodes, for he was not a bar- 
onet then, induced these companies to jofn 
ma syndicate, which took the name of De 
Beers, after the leading company. The 
Rothschilds, persuaded by Sir Cecil to 
urchase, are among the heaviest stock-

No remedy for the tsetse’s poison has ever 
been found, altnough the natives nave tried 
all sorts of decorations offherbs and roots. The 
tsetse country is at present uninhabitable by 
man, unless he dispense with all domestic 
animals except the mule and the goat. he 
fly lives on wild animats which, as has been 
said, its sting does not harm. It is thought 
that aftera while, whenthe game is exter- 
mimated, the tsetse country may become 
habitable. 

Livingstone and the early African explor- 
ers were the first to bring back to Europe 
stories of this fly. For awhile their reports 
were received with incredulity, but they 
were verified later by numerous hunters who 
stumbled into the tsetse country and paid

Whatever conclusion may be reached by 
the Supreme Court in relation to the im- 


prisoned judges, the proceeding neces- 
sarily involves questions besides which the 
red Scott case, the Legal Tender 
cases’’ and even the ‘Slaughter House 
cases’’ dwindle to comparative insignifi- 
cance. 

Those cases, atthe most, went rather to 
the pocket of a mere handful of people. 
The pending inquiry, on the other hand, 
goes to the personal security of every citi- 
zen of the Unitea States. 

Itisalamentable fact that in two of the 
States, and within the past year, guberna- 
torial special messages have been trans- 
mitted tothe Legislature, in each of which 
the Federal judiciary is charged with grave 
abuses and usurpation of jurisdiction and 
with grave offenses against the authority of 
the States. Gov. Stone’s message has been 
republished by the American Law Review,’and 
has been scattered broadcast throughout the 
Union. Whether the people agree with or 
dissent from the views so vigorously as- 
serted by the Chief Magistrate, the fact re- 
mains that the indictment framed by him 
has been duly promulgated, widely circu- 
lated, and remains as yet wholly unan- 
swered, 

In view of these significant facts, a brief 
review of tle settied usages of the Federal 
courts in matters of contempt may not be 
devoid of interest. Prior to 1831 the Federal 
courts were permitted to punish contempt, 
as at the common law; the proceeding was 
summary, andtbe punishment was largely 
discretionary with the offended judges; in- 
deed, there was no other check on those 
judges thau the mere possibility of impeach- 
ment. In 1881, however, one of the Federal 
judges was charged with flagrant abuses of 
this judicial discretion, and Congress took 
the matterin hand, James Buchanan, then 
Cnairman of the House Judiciary Committee, 
reported a bill which was promptly enacted, 
and is now sec. 735, United States Revised 
Statutes, by which punishments for contempt 
are limited to fine or imprisonment, or both, 
The Federal courts regard a judgment for 
contempt as possessing the same conclusive- 
ness and finality as any other Judgment ren- 
dered by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
look upon sucha judgment as binding all 
the world, including the Judge who rendered 
it; and they have adhered consistently to 
this view for more than fifty years. 

For example: In 1848 the Grand-jury at 
Washington, D. C., found seventy indict- 
ments against Drayton and Sears, for kid- 
napping slaves; upon these indictments 
they were both convicted and neu some 
$20,000, one-halfof which belonged to the 
owner, and the other half to the Washington 
school funds;and both convicts were com- 
mitted to the common jail, until fall payment 
ofthese fines. In 1852, after having been 
something more than four years in close con- 
finement, they applied tothe President for 
pardon, and showed their utter insolvency 
and inability to pay the fines; President Fil- 
more referred their applications to Atty.- 
Gen. John J. Crittenden, than whom no bet- 
ter lawyer ever heid the portfolio of justice. 
Atty.-Gen, Crittenden decided that the par- 
doning power of the President extended to 
this case and covered it completely; and 
that, in the exercise of that pardoning 
power, the President might not only release 
Drayton and Sears, but that he might also 
remit their fines; and the practical construc- 
tion then put upon this matter by the exec- 
tive department of the Government has been 


7 . 
In 1868, William Mullee was adjudged guilty 
of contempt, in having violated an injuac- 
tion granted by the Federal Court, ina case 
wherein he was defendant; he was fined 
$2,500, tothe use of the plaintiff, and was 
committed until payment; after remaining 
in prison for something more than a year, he 
applied to the court for release and showed 
his inability to pay the fine, and that the 
sentence imposed by the court meant really 
imprisonment for the term of his natural life. 
Judge Blatchford, by whom Mullee’s petition 
was entertained, held that in convicting 
Mullee, and imposing sentence upon bim,the 
court had exhausted Its jurisdiction; that it 
had no further control over the judgment, 
and no more right to discharge the prisoner 
or to remit the seatence than it would have 
in the case of a conviction and commitment 
for any other crime against the United States, 
and thatthe whole matter was within the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the president, in 
the exercise of his pardoning power. 

In thus holding a judgment in contempt 
proceedings to be absolutely conclusive 
akalnst the world, the Federal Courts are 
powerfully supported by many of the States, 
and notably by the courts of Pennsylvania. 
Jo mustrate: In July, 1856, the United States 
Minister to Nicaragua, Col. John H. Wheeler 
of North Carolina, embarked at Washington 
on a vessel bound for New York, where he 
designed taking passage for his post of duty. 
He was attended by threeof his negro slaves. 
The vessel stopped at Philadelphia. While 
lying at the * — wharf, and just as 
her signal bell rung for departure, the vessel 
was boarded by one Passmore Williamson, 
Secretary of the Pennsylvania Society for 
Promoting the Abolition of Slavery, accom- 
panied by a mob of some twenty free 
negroes. 

Willlamson informed Wheeler’s servants 
that they were free, and while two of the 
negro mob seized Col. Wheeler, threatening 
his lire if he made outcry or resistance, their 
fellow-conspirators hustled the three slaves 
from the vessel to the pler, bundled them 
into a carriage and burried them away to a 
place of concealment. Upon the application 
of Col. Wheeler the Federal courts promptly 
issued a writ of habeas corpus, commanding 
Williamson to produce the fugitives; and for 
an evasive and false return to that writ, ad- 
judged him ST, of contempt, and impris- 
oned him indefinitely. Williamson then did 
precisely what our imprisoned judges are 
doing at present—applied to the State Su- 
preme Court for relier against the Federai 
Court of first instance.

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THE COMPOSITE CRANK. 


Features of Twenty of Them Merged Into 
a Single Photograph.

The omnipotent camera wbich has done 
much for the advancement of learning as 
well as for the benefit of the race, has been 
applied with remarkable results to the faces 
of the crop of cranks, recently harvested by 
the police of New York.

A very well-known actor, who prefers to 
hide his identity for reasons that will be ob- 
vious, has this tosay on the public support 
given to native players:

If England or France 
or Germany were inundated year after year 
with foreign companies they would be 
hounded out of those countries 15 the press 
and the attitude adopted towa them by 
the native actors.
